Biographical Register of General Church Officers 

This register contains basic biographical information on all persons sustained 
as General Church Officers in the general Church conferences since the 
Church was organized on April 6, 1830. The entries are listed alphabetically 
for ease of reference. For a list of general officers of the Church in the 
chronology of their being called see Appendix 5, General Church Officers, A 
Chronology. 

Where the information is available, the entry includes general Church 
calling(s) and date(s); birth and death dates and places; family information 
such as spouse and number of children; vocation at time of calling; former 
Church service positions (stake, mission, or temple president, regional rep¬ 
resentative, or general board office). Although the names of some of the 
auxiliary organizations have changed through the years, references use only 
the current names. Because public records for many plural marriages do not 
exist, it was decided to list only that the man practiced plural marriage when 
that is known rather than give partial or incomplete marriage information.

Appendix 4 

Doctrinal Expositions of the First Presidency 


From time to time the First Presidency (sometimes accompanied by the 
Council of the Twelve Apostles) has issued official clarifications and pro¬ 
nouncements on doctrinal themes. Three such documents are included 
here. The first two are on the same subject: the first was published in 1909 
and is titled “The Origin of Man,” the second is dated 1925 and is titled 
“‘Mormon’ View of Evolution. The third document was published in June 
1916 and is titled “The Father and the Son, being a detailed statement of 
the distinctive roles of God the Father and of his Son Jesus Christ. 


THE ORIGIN OF MAN 

By The First Presidency of the Church 

“God created man in his own image.” 

Inquiries arise from time to time respecting the attitude of the Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints upon questions which, though not vital 
from a doctrinal standpoint, are closely connected with the fundamental 
principles of salvation. The latest inquiry of this kind that has reached us is 
in relation to the origin of man. It is believed that a statement of the position 
held by the Church upon this important subject will be timely and produc¬ 
tive of good. 

In presenting the statement that follows we are not conscious of putting 
forth anything essentially new; neither is it our desire so to do. Truth is what 
we wish to present, and truth—eternal truth—is fundamentally old. A re¬ 
statement of the original attitude of the Church relative to this matter is all 
that will be attempted here. To tell the truth as God has revealed it, and 
commend it to the acceptance of those who need to conform their opinions 
thereto, is the sole purpose of this presentation. 

“God created man in his own image, in the image of God created he 
him; male and female created he them.” In these plain and pointed words 
the inspired author of the book of Genesis made known to the world the 
truth concerning the origin of the human family. Moses, the prophet-histo¬ 
rian, “learned,” as we are told, “in all the wisdom of the Egyptians,” when 
making this important announcement, was not voicing a mere opinion, a 
theory derived from his researches into the occult lore of that ancient peo¬ 
ple. He was speaking as the mouthpiece of God, and his solemn declaration 
was for all time and for all people. No subsequent revelator of the truth has 
contradicted the great leader and lawgiver of Israel. All who have since 
spoken by divine authority upon this theme have confirmed his simple and 
sublime proclamation. Nor could it be otherwise. Truth has but one source, 
and all revelations from heaven are harmonious with each other. The omni¬ 
potent Creator, the maker of heaven and earth—had shown unto Moses 
everything pertaining to this planet, including the facts relating to man’s 
origin, and the authoritative pronouncement of that mighty prophet and seer 
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to the house of Israel, and through Israel to the whole world, is couched in 
the simple clause: “God created man in his own image” (Genesis 1:27; Pearl 
of Great Price—Book of Moses, 1:27-41). 

The creation was two-fold—firstly spiritual, secondly temporal. This 
truth, also, Moses plainly taught—much more plainly than it has come down 
to us in the imperfect translations of the Bible that are now in use. Therein 
the fact of a spiritual creation, antedating the temporal creation, is strongly 
implied, but the proof of it is not so clear and conclusive as in other records 
held by the Latter-day Saints to be of equal authority with the Jewish scrip¬ 
tures. The partial obscurity of the latter upon the point in question is owing, 
no doubt, to the loss of those “plain and precious” parts of sacred writ, 
which, as the Book of Mormon informs us, have been taken away from the 
Bible during its passage down the centuries (1 Nephi 13:24-29). Some of 
these missing parts the Prophet Joseph Smith undertook to restore when he 
revised those scriptures by the spirit of revelation, the result being that 
more complete account of the creation which is found in the book of Moses, 
previously cited. Note the following passages: 

And now, behold, I say unto you, that these are the generations of the 
heaven and of the earth, when they were created, in the day that I, the Lord 
God, made the heaven and the earth; 

And every plant of the field before it was in the earth, and every herb of 
the field before it grew. 

For I, the Lord God, created all things of which I have spoken, spiritu¬ 
ally, before they were naturally upon the face of the earth. For I, the Lord 
God, had not caused it to rain upon the face of the earth. 

And I, the Lord God, had created all the children of men, and not yet a 
man to till the ground; for in heaven created I them, and there was not yet 
flesh upon the earth, neither in the water, neither in the air. 

But, I, the Lord God, spake, and there went up a mist from the earth, 
and watered the whole face of the ground. 

And I, the Lord God, formed man from the dust of the ground, and 
breathed into his nostrils the breath of life; and man became a living soul, 
the first flesh upon the earth, the first man also. 

Nevertheless, all things were before created, but spiritually were they 
created and made, according to my word (Pearl of Great Price—Book of 
Moses, 3:4-7. See also chapters 1 and 2, and compare with Genesis 1 and 2). 

These two points being established, namely, the creation of man in the 
image of God, and the two-fold character of the creation, let us now inquire: 
What was the form of man, in the spirit and in the body, as originally cre¬ 
ated? In a general way the answer is given in the words chosen as the text of 
this treatise. “God created man in his own image.” It is more explicitly 
rendered in the Book of Mormon thus: “All men were created in the begin¬ 
ning after mine own image” (Ether 3:15). It is the Father who is speaking. If, 
therefore, we can ascertain the form of the “Father of spirits, ” “The God of 
the spirits of all flesh,” we shall be able to discover the form of the original 
man. 

Jesus Christ, the Son of God, is “the express image” of His Father’s 
person (Hebrews 1:3). He walked the earth as a human being, as a perfect 
man, and said, in answer to a question put to Him: “He that hath seen me 
hath seen the Father” (John 14:9). This alone ought to solve the problem to 
the satisfaction of every thoughtful, reverent mind. The conclusion is irre¬ 
sistible, that if the Son of God be the express image (that is, likeness) of His 
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Father’s person, then His Father is in the form of a man; for that was the 
form of the Son of God, not only during His mortal life, but before His 
mortal birth, and after His resurrection. It was in this form that the Father 
and the Son, as two personages, appeared to Joseph Smith, when, as a boy of 
fourteen years, he received his first vision. Then if God made man—the first 
man—in His own image and likeness, he must have made him like unto 
Christ, and consequently like unto men of Christ’s time and of the present 
day. That man was made in the image of Christ is positively stated in the 
Book of Moses: “And I, God, said unto mine Only Begotten, which was with 
me from the beginning, Let us make man in our image, after our likeness; 
and it was so. . . . And I, God, created man in mine own image, in the image 
of mine Only Begotten created I him, male and female created I them” 
(2:26, 27). 

The Father of Jesus is our Father also. Jesus Himself taught this truth, 
when He instructed His disciples how to pray: “Our Father which art in 
heaven,” etc. Jesus, however, is the firstborn among all the sons of God— 
the first begotten in the spirit, and the only begotten in the flesh. He is our 
elder brother, and we, like Him, are in the image of God. All men and 
women are in the similitude of the universal Father and Mother, and are 
literally the sons and daughters of Deity. 

“God created man in Flis own image. ” This is just as true of the spirit as 
it is of the body, which is only the clothing of the spirit, its complement; the 
two together constituting the soul. The spirit of man is in the form of man, 
and the spirits of all creatures are in the likeness of their bodies. This was 
plainly taught by the Prophet Joseph Smith (Doctrine and Covenants 77:2). 

Here is further evidence of the fact. More than seven hundred years 
before Moses was shown the things pertaining to this earth, another great 
prophet, known to us as the brother of Jared, was similarly favored by the 
Lord. He was even permitted to behold the spirit-body of the foreordained 
Savior, prior to His incarnation; and so like the body of a man was gazing 
upon a being of flesh and blood. He first saw the finger and then the entire 
body of the Lord—all in the spirit. The Book of Mormon says of this wonder¬ 
ful manifestation: 

And it came to pass that when the brother of Jared had said these words, 
behold the Lord stretched forth His hand and touched the stones one by one 
with His finger; and the veil was taken from off' the eyes of the brother of 
Jared, and he saw the finger of the Lord; and it was as the finger of a man, 
like unto flesh and blood; and the brother of Jared fell down before the Lord, 
for he was struck with fear. 

And the Lord saw that the brother of Jared had fallen to the earth; and 
the Lord said unto him, Arise, why hast thou fallen? 

And he saith unto the Lord, I saw the finger of the Lord, and I feared 
lest he should smite me; for I knew not that the Lord had flesh and blood. 

And the Lord said unto him, Because of thy faith thou hast seen that I 
shall take upon me flesh and blood; and never has man come before me with 
such exceeding faith as thou hast; for were it not so, ye could not have seen 
my finger. Sawest thou more than this? 

And he answered, Nay, Lord, show thyself unto me. 

And the Lord said unto him, Believest thou the words which I shall 
speak? 

And he answered, Yea, Lord, I know that thou speakest the truth, for 
thou art a God of truth and canst not lie. 
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And when he had said these words, behold, the Lord showed himself 
unto him, and said, Because thou knowest these things ye are redeemed 
from the fall; therefore ye are brought back into my presence; therefore I 
show myself unto you. 

Behold, I am He who was prepared from the foundation of the world to 
redeem my people. Behold, I am Jesus Christ, I am the Father and the Son. 
In me shall all mankind have light, and that eternally, even they who shall 
believe on my name; and they shall become my sons and my daughters. 

And never have I shewed myself unto man whom I have created, for 
never hath man believed in me as thou hast. Seest thou that ye are created 
after mine own image? Yea, even all men were created in the beginning after 
mine own image. 

Behold, this body, which ye now behold, is the body of my spirit, and 
man have I created after the body of my spirit; and even as I appear unto 
thee to be in the spirit, will I appear unto my people in the flesh. (Ether 
3:6-16.) 

What more is needed to convince us that man, both in spirit and in 
body, is the image and likeness of God, and that God Himself is in the form 
of man? 

When the divine Being whose spirit-body the brother of Jared beheld, 
took upon Him flesh and blood, He appeared as a man, having “body, parts 
and passions,” like other men, though vastly superior to all others, because 
He was God, even the Son of God, the Word made flesh: in Him “dwelt the 
fulness of the Godhead bodily.” And why should He not appear as a man? 
That was the form of His spirit, and it must needs have an appropriate 
covering, a suitable tabernacle. He came unto the world as He had promised 
to come (III Nephi 1:13), taking an infant tabernacle, and developing it 
gradually to the fulness of His spirit stature. He came as man had been 
coming for ages, and as man has continued to come ever since. Jesus, how¬ 
ever, as shown, was the only begotten of God in the flesh. 

Adam, our progenitor, “the first man,” was, like Christ, a pre-existent 
spirit, and like Christ he took upon him an appropriate body, the body of 
a man, and so became a “living soul. ” The doctrine of the pre-existence, 
—revealed so plainly, particularly in latter days, pours a wonderful flood of 
light upon the otherwise mysterious problem of man’s origin. It shows that 
man, as a spirit, was begotten and born of heavenly parents, and reared to 
maturity in the eternal mansions of the Father, prior to coming upon the 
earth in a temporal body to undergo an experience in mortality. It teaches 
that all men existed in the spirit before any man existed in the flesh, and that 
all who have inhabited the earth since Adam have taken bodies and become 
souls in like manner. 

It is held by some that Adam was not the first man upon this earth, and 
that the original human being was a development from lower orders of the 
animal creation. These, however, are the theories of men. The word of the 
Lord declares that Adam was “the first man of all men” (Moses 1:34), and we 
are therefore in duty bound to regard him as the primal parent of our race. It 
was shown to the brother of Jared that all men were created in the beginning 
after the image of God; and whether we take this to mean the spirit or the 
body, or both, it commits us to the same conclusion: Man began life as a 
human being, in the likeness of our heavenly Father. 

True it is that the body of man enters upon its career as a tiny germ 
embryo, which becomes an infant, quickened at a certain stage by the spirit 
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whose tabernacle it is, and the child, after being born, develops into a man. 
There is nothing in this, however, to indicate that the original man, the first 
of our race, began life as anything less than a man, or less than the human 
germ or embryo that becomes a man. 

Man, by searching, cannot find out God. Never, unaided, will he dis¬ 
cover the truth about the beginning of human life. The Lord must reveal 
Himself, or remain unrevealed; and the same is true of the facts relating to 
the origin of Adam’s race—God alone can reveal them. Some of these facts, 
however, are already known, and what has been made known it is our duty 
to receive and retain. 

The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, basing its belief on 
divine revelation, ancient and modern, proclaims man to he the direct and 
lineal offspring of Deity. God Himself is an exalted man, perfected, en¬ 
throned, and supreme. By His almighty power He organized the earth, and 
all that it contains, from spirit and element, which exist co-eternally with 
Himself. He formed every plant that grows, and every animal that breathes, 
each after its own kind, spiritually and temporally—“that which is spiritual 
being in the likeness of that which is temporal, and that which is temporal in 
the likeness of that which is spiritual.” He made the tadpole and the ape, the 
lion and the elephant but He did not make them in His own image, nor 
endow them with Godlike reason and intelligence. Nevertheless, the whole 
animal creation will be perfected and perpetuated in the Hereafter, each 
class in its “distinct order or sphere,” and will enjoy “eternal felicity.” That 
fact has been made plain in this dispensation (Doctrine and Covenants 77:3). 

Man is the child of God, formed in the divine image and endowed with 
divine attributes, and even as the infant son of an earthly father and mother 
is capable in due time of becoming a man, so the undeveloped offspring of 
celestial parentage is capable, by experience through ages and aeons, of 
evolving into a God.

THE FATHER AND THE SON: A DOCTRINAL EXPOSITION 
BY THE FIRST PRESIDENCY AND THE TWELVE 

The scriptures plainly and repeatedly affirm that God is the Creator of 
the earth and the heavens and all things that in them are. In the sense so 
expressed the Creator is an Organizer. God created the earth as an orga¬ 
nized sphere; but He certainly did not create, in the sense of bringing into 
primal existence, the ultimate elements of the materials of which the earth 
consists, for “the elements are eternal” (D&C 93:33). 

So also life is eternal, and not created; but life, or the vital force, may be 
infused into organized matter, though the details of the process have not 
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been revealed unto man. For illustrative instances see Genesis 2:7; Moses 
3:7; and Abraham 5:7. Each of these scriptures states that God breathed into 
the body of man the breath of life. See further Moses 3:19, for the statement 
that God breathed the breath of life into the bodies of the beasts and birds. 
God showed unto Abraham “the intelligences that were organized before the 
world was”; and by “intelligences” we are to understand personal “spirits” 
(Abraham 3:22, 23); nevertheless, we are expressly told that “Intelligence” 
that is, “the light of truth was not created or made, neither indeed can be” 
(D&C 93:29). 

The term “Father” as applied to Deity occurs in sacred writ with plainly 
different meanings. Each of the four significations specified in the following 
treatment should be carefully segregated. 

1. “Father ’ as Literal Parent 

Scriptures embodying the ordinary signification—literally that of 
Parent—are too numerous and specific to require citation. The purport of 
these scriptures is to the effect that God the Eternal Father, whom we 
designate by the exalted name-title “Elohim,” is the literal Parent of our 
Lord and Savior Jesus Christ, and of the spirits of the human race. Elohim is 
the Father in every sense in which Jesus Christ is so designated, and distinc¬ 
tively He is the Father of spirits. Thus we read in the Epistle to the He¬ 
brews: “Furthermore we have had fathers of our flesh which corrected us, 
and we gave them reverence; shall we not much rather be in subjection unto 
the Father of spirits, and live?” (Hebrews 12:9). In view of this fact we are 
taught by Jesus Christ to pray: “Our Father which art in heaven, Hallowed 
be thy name.” 

Jesus Christ applies to Himself both titles, “Son” and “Father. ” Indeed, 
he specifically said to the brother of Jared: “Behold, I am Jesus Christ. I am 
the Father and the Son” (Ether 3:14). Jesus Christ is the Son of Elohim both 
as spiritual and bodily offspring; that is to say, Elohim is literally the Father 
of the spirit of Jesus Christ and also of the body in which Jesus Christ per¬ 
formed His mission in the flesh, and which body died on the cross and was 
afterward taken up by the process of resurrection, and is now the immortal¬ 
ized tabernacle of the eternal spirit of our Lord and Savior. No extended 
explanation of the title “Son of God” as applied to Jesus Christ appears 
necessary. 


2. “Father’’ as Creator 

A second scriptural meaning of “Father” is that of Creator, e.g., in 
passages referring to any one of the Godhead as “The Father of the heavens 
and of the earth and all things that in them are” (Ether 4:7; see also Alma 
11:38, 39 and Mosiah 15:4). 

God is not the Father of the earth as one of the worlds in space, nor of 
the heavenly bodies in whole or in part, nor of the inanimate objects and the 
plants and the animals upon the earth, in the literal sense in which He is the 
Father of the spirits of mankind. Therefore, scriptures that refer to God in 
any way as the Father of the heavens and the earth are to be understood as 
signifying that God is the Maker, the Organizer, the Creator of the heavens 
and the earth. 

With this meaning, as the context shows in every case, Jehovah, who is 
Jesus Christ the Son of Elohim, is called “the Father,” and even “the very 
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eternal Father of heaven and of earth’’ (see passages before cited, and also 
Mosiah 16:15). With analogous meaning Jesus Christ is called “The Everlast¬ 
ing Father’’ (Isaiah 9:6; compare 2 Nephi 19:6). The descriptive titles “Ever¬ 
lasting’’ and “Eternal’’ in the foregoing texts are synonymous. 

That Jesus Christ, whom we also know as Jehovah, was the executive of 
the Father, Elohim, in the work of creation is set forth in the book “Jesus the 
Christ” chapter 4. Jesus Christ, being the Creator, is consistently called the 
Father of heaven and earth in the sense explained above; and since His 
creations are of eternal quality He is very properly called the Eternal Father 
of heaven and earth. 


3. Jesus Christ the “Father ” of Those Who Abide in His Gospel 

A third sense in which Jesus Christ is regarded as the “Father” has 
reference to the relationship between Him and those who accept His Gospel 
and thereby become heirs of eternal life. Following are a few of the scrip¬ 
tures illustrating this meaning. 

In the fervent prayer offered just prior to His entrance into Gethsem- 
ane, Jesus Christ supplicated His Father in behalf of those whom the Father 
had given unto Him, specifically the apostles, and, more generally, all who 
would accept and abide in the Gospel through the ministry of the apostles. 
Read in the Lord’s own words the solemn affirmation that those for whom 
He particularly prayed were His own, and that His Father had given them 
unto Him: “I have manifested thy name unto the men which thou gavest me 
out of the world: thine they were, and thou gavest them me; and they have 
kept thy word. Now they have known that all things whatsoever thou hast 
given me are of thee. For I have given unto them the words which thou 
gavest me; and they have received them, and have known surely that I came 
out from thee, and they have believed that thou didst send me. I pray for 
them: I pray not for the world, but for them which thou hast given me; for 
they are thine. And all mine are thine, and thine are mine; and I am glorified 
in them. And now I am no more in the world, but these are in the world, and 
I come to thee. Holy Father, keep through thine own name those whom 
thou hast given me, that they may be one as we are. While I was with them 
in the world, I kept them in thy name: those that thou gavest me I have kept, 
and none of them is lost, but the son of perdition; that the scripture might be 
fulfilled” (John 17:6-12). 

And further: “Neither pray I for these alone, but for them also which 
shall believe on me through their word; That they all may be one; as thou, 
Father, art in me, and I in thee, that they also may be one in us: that the 
world may believe that thou hast sent me. And the glory which thou gavest 
me I have given them; that they may be one, even as we are one: I in them, 
and thou in me, that they may be made perfect in one; and that the world 
may know that thou hast sent me, and hast loved them, as thou hast loved 
me. Father, I will that they also, whom thou hast given me, be with me 
where I am; that they may behold my glory, which thou hast given me: for 
thou lovedst me before the foundation of the world” (John 17:20-24). 

To His faithful servants in the present dispensation the Lord has said: 
“Fear not, little children; for you are mine, and I have overcome the world, 
and you are of them that my Father hath given me” (D&C 50:41). 

Salvation is attainable only through compliance with the laws and ordi¬ 
nances of the Gospel; and all who are thus saved become sons and daughters 
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unto God in a distinctive sense. In a revelation given through Joseph the 
Prophet to Emma Smith the Lord Jesus addressed the woman as “My 
daughter,” and said: “for verily I say unto you, all those who receive my 
gospel are sons and daughters in my kingdom” (D&C 25:1). In many in¬ 
stances the Lord has addressed men as His sons (e.g. D&C 9:1; 34:3; 121:7). 

That by obedience to the Gospel men may become sons of God, both as 
sons of Jesus Christ, and, through Him, as sons of His Lather, is set forth in 
many revelations given in the current dispensation. Thus we read in an 
utterance of the Lord Jesus Christ to Hyrum Smith in 1829: “Behold, I am 
Jesus Christ, the Son of God. I am the life and light of the world. I am the 
same who came unto mine own and mine own received me not; but verily, 
verily, I say unto you, that as many as receive me, to them will I give power 
to become the sons of God, even to them that believe on my name. Amen” 
(D&C 11:28-30). To Orson Pratt the Lord spoke through Joseph the Seer, in 
1830: “My son Orson, hearken and hear and behold what I, the Lord God, 
shall say unto you, even Jesus Christ your Redeemer; the light and the life ol 
the world; a light which shineth in darkness and the darkness comprehen- 
deth it not; who so loved the world that he gave his own life, that as many as 
would believe might become the sons of God: wherefore you are my son” 
(D&C 34:1-3). In 1830 the Lord thus addressed Joseph Smith and Sidney 
Rigdon: “Listen to the voice of the Lord your God, even Alpha and Omega, 
the beginning and the end, whose course is one eternal round, the same 
today as yesterday, and forever. I am Jesus Christ, the Son of God, who was 
crucified for the sins of the world, even as many as will believe on my name, 
that they may become the sons of God, even one in me as I am one in the 
Lather, as the Lather is one in me, that we may be one” (D&C 35:1-2). 
Consider also the following given in 1831: “Hearken and listen to the voice of 
him who is from all eternity to all eternity, the Great I am, even Jesus 
Christ, the light and the life of the world; a light which shineth in darkness 
and the darkness comprehendeth it not: the same which came in the merid¬ 
ian of time unto mine own, and mine own received me not; but to as many as 
received me, gave I power to become my sons, and even so will I give unto 
as many as will receive me, power to become my sons” (D&C 39:1-4). In a 
revelation given through Joseph Smith in March, 1831, we read: “Lor verily 
I say unto you that I am Alpha and Omega, the beginning and the end, the 
light and the life of the world—a light that shineth in darkness and the 
darkness comprehendeth it not. I came unto mine own, and mine own re¬ 
ceived me not; but unto as many as received me, gave I power to do many 
miracles, and to become the sons of God, and even unto them that believed 
on my name gave I power to obtain eternal life” (D&C 45:7-8). 

A forceful exposition of this relationship between Jesus Christ as the 
Lather and those who comply with the requirements of the Gospel as His 
children was given by Abinadi, centuries before our Lord’s birth in the flesh: 
“And now I say unto you. Who shall declare his generation? Behold, I say 
unto you, that when his soul has been made an offering for sin, he shall see 
his seed. And now what say ye? And who shall be his seed? Behold I say unto 
you, that whosoever has heard the words of the prophets, yea, all the holy 
prophets who have prophesied concerning the coming of the Lord; I say 
unto you, that all those who have hearkened unto their words, and believed 
that the Lord would redeem his people, and have looked forward to that day 
for a remission of their sins; I say unto you, that these are his seed, or they 
are the heirs of the kingdom of God: for these are they whose sins he has 
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borne; these are they for whom he has died to redeem them from their 
transgressions. And now, are they not his seed? Yea, and are not the proph¬ 
ets, every one that has opened his mouth to prophesy, that has not fallen into 
transgression; I mean all the holy prophets ever since the world began? I say 
unto you that they are his seed” (Mosiah 15:10-13). 

In tragic contrast with the blessed state of those who become children of 
God through obedience to the Gospel of Jesus Christ is that of the unregen¬ 
erate, who are specifically called the children of the devil. Note the words of 
Christ, while in the flesh, to certain wicked Jews who boasted of their 
Abrahamic lineage: “If ye were Abraham’s children, ye would do the works 
of Abraham. ... Ye do the deeds of your father. ... If God were your 
Father, ye would love me. ... Ye are of your father the devil, and the lusts of 
your father ye will do” (John 8:39, 41, 42, 44). Thus Satan is designated as 
the father of the wicked, though we cannot assume any personal relationship 
of parent and children as existing between him and them. A combined illus¬ 
tration showing that the righteous are the children of God and the wicked 
the children of the devil appears in the parable of the Tares: “The good seed 
are the children of the kingdom; but the tares are the children of the wicked 
one” (Matt. 13:38). 

Men may become children of Jesus Christ by being born anew—born of 
God, as the inspired word states: “He that committeth sin is of the devil; for 
the devil sinneth from the beginning. For this purpose the Son of God was 
manifested, that he might destroy the works of the devil. Whosoever is born 
of God doth not commit sin; for his seed remaineth in him: and he cannot 
sin, because he is born of God. In this the children of God are manifest, and 
the children of the devil: whosoever doeth not righteousness is not of God, 
neither he that loveth not his brother” (1 John 3:8-10). 

Those who have been born unto God through obedience to the Gospel 
may by valiant devotion to righteousness obtain exaltation and even reach 
the status of godhood. Of such we read: “Wherefore, as it is written, they are 
gods, even the sons of God” (D&C 76:58; compare 132:20, and contrast 
paragraph 17 in same section; see also paragraph 37). Yet, though they be 
gods they are still subject to Jesus Christ as their Father in this exalted 
relationship; and so we read in the paragraph following the above quotation: 
“and they are Christ’s, and Christ is God’s” (76:59). 

By the new birth—that of water and the Spirit—mankind may become 
children of Jesus Christ, being through the means by Him provided “begot¬ 
ten sons and daughters unto God” (D&C 76:24). This solemn truth is further 
emphasized in the words of the Lord Jesus Christ given through Joseph 
Smith in 1833: “And now, verily I say unto you, I was in the beginning with 
the Father, and am the firstborn; and all those who are begotten through me 
are partakers of the glory of the same, and are the church of the firstborn” 
(D&C 93:21, 22). For such figurative use of the term “begotten” in applica¬ 
tion to those who are born unto God see Paul’s explanation: “for in Christ 
Jesus I have begotten you through the gospel” (1 Cor. 4:15). An analogous 
instance of sonship attained by righteous service is found in the revelation 
relating to the order and functions of Priesthood, given in 1832: “For whoso 
is faithful unto the obtaining of these two priesthoods of which I have spo¬ 
ken, and the magnifying their calling, are sanctified by the Spirit unto the 
renewing of their bodies: they become the sons of Moses and of Aaron and 
the seed of Abraham, and the church and kingdom, and the elect of God” 
(D&C 84:33, 34). 
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If it be proper to speak of those who accept and abide in the Gospel as 
Christ’s sons and daughters—and upon this matter the scriptures are explicit 
and cannot be gainsaid nor denied—it is consistently proper to speak of 
Jesus Christ as the Father of the righteous, they having become His children 
and He having been made their Father through the second birth—the bap¬ 
tismal regeneration. 


4. Jesus Christ the “Father” By Divine Investiture of Authority 

A fourth reason for applying the title “Father” to Jesus Christ is found in 
the fact that in all His dealings with the human family Jesus the Son has 
represented and yet represents Elohim His Father in power and authority. 
This is true of Christ in His preexistent, antemortal, or unembodied state, in 
the which He was known as Jehovah; also during His embodiment in the 
flesh; and during His labors as a disembodied spirit in the realm ol the dead; 
and since that period in His resurrected state. To the Jews He said: “I and 
my Father are one” (John 10:30; see also 17:11, 22); yet He declared “My 
Father is greater than I” (John 14:28); and further, “I am come in my Fa¬ 
ther’s name” (John 5:43; see also 10:25). The same truth was declared by 
Christ Himself to the Nephites (see 3 Nephi 20:35 and 28:10), and has been 
reaffirmed by revelation in the present dispensation (D&C 50:43). Thus the 
Father placed His name upon the Son; and Jesus Christ spoke and minis¬ 
tered in and through the Father’s name; and so far as power, authority, and 
Godship are concerned His words and acts were and are those of the Father. 

We read, by way of analogy, that God placed His name upon or in the 
Angel who was assigned to special ministry unto the people of Israel during 
the exodus. Of that Angel the Lord said: “Beware of him, and obey his voice, 
provoke him not; for he will not pardon your transgressions: for my name is 
in him” (Exodus. 23:21). 

The ancient apostle, John, was visited by an angel who ministered and 
spoke in the name of Jesus Christ. As we read: “The Revelation of Jesus 
Christ, which God gave unto him, to shew unto his servants things which 
must shortly come to pass; and he sent and signified it by his angel unto his 
servant John” (Revelation 1:1). John was about to worship the angelic being 
who spoke in the name of the Lord Jesus Christ, but was forbidden: “And I 
John saw these things, and heard them. And when I had heard and seen, I 
fell down to worship before the feet of the angel which showed me these 
things. Then saith he unto me, See thou do it not: for I am thy fellowservant, 
and of thy brethren the prophets, and of them which keep sayings of this 
book: worship God” (Revelation 22:8, 9). And then the angel continued to 
speak as though he were the Lord Himself: “And, behold, I come quickly; 
and my reward is with me, to give every man according as his work shall be. 
I am Alpha and Omega, the beginning and the end, the first and the last” 
(verses 12, 13). The resurrected Lord, Jesus Christ, who had been exalted to 
the right hand of God His Father, had placed His name upon the angel sent 
to John, and the angel spoke in the first person, saying “I come quickly,” “I 
am Alpha and Omega,” though he meant that Jesus Christ would come, and 
that Jesus Christ was Alpha and Omega. 

None of these considerations, however, can change in the least degree 
the solemn fact of the literal relationship of Father and Son between Elohim 
and Jesus Christ. Among the spirit children of Elohim the firstborn was and 
is Jehovah or Jesus Christ to whom all others are juniors. Following are 
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affirmative scriptures bearing upon this great truth. Paul, writing to the 
Colossians, says of Jesus Christ: “Who is the image of the invisible God, the 
firstborn of every creature: for by him were all things created, that are in 
heaven, and that are in earth, visible and invisible, whether they be thrones, 
or dominions, or principalities, or powers; all things were created by him, 
and for him: and he is before all things, and by him all things consist. And he 
is the head of the body, the church: who is the beginning, the firstborn from 
the dead; that in all things he might have the preeminence. For it pleased 
the Father that in him should all fullness dwell” (Colossians 1:15-19). From 
this scripture we learn that Jesus Christ was “the firstborn of every creature” 
and it is evident that the seniority here expressed must be with respect to 
antemortal existence, for Christ was not the senior of all mortals in the flesh. 
He is further designated as “the firstborn from the dead” this having refer¬ 
ence to Him as the first to be resurrected from the dead, or as elsewhere 
written “the firstfruits of them that slept” (1 Corinthians 15:20, see also verse 
23); and “the first begotten of the dead” (Revelation 1:5; compare Acts 
26:23). The writer of the Epistle to the Hebrews affirms the status of Jesus 
Christ as the firstborn of the spirit children of His Father, and extols the 
preeminence of the Christ when tabernacled in flesh: “And again, when he 
bringeth in the firstbegotten into the world, he saith, And let all the angels of 
God worship him” (Hebrews 1:6; read the preceding verses). That the spirits 
who were juniors to Christ were predestined to be born in the image of their 
Elder Brother is thus attested by Paul: “And we know that all things work 
together for good to them that love God, to them who are the called accord¬ 
ing to his purpose. For whom he did foreknow, he also did predestinate to 
be conformed to the image of his Son, that he might be the firstborn among 
many brethren” (Romans 8:28, 29). John the Revelator was commanded to 
write to the head of the Laodicean church, as the words of the Lord Jesus 
Christ: “These things saith the Amen, the faithful and true witness, the 
beginning of the creation of God” (Revelation 3:14). In the course of a revela¬ 
tion given through Joseph Smith in May, 1833, the Lord Jesus Christ said as 
before cited: “And now, verily I say unto you, I was in the beginning with 
the Father, and am the Firstborn” (D&C 93:21). A later verse makes plain 
the fact that human beings generally were similarly existent in spirit state 
prior to their embodiment in the flesh: “Ye were also in the beginning with 
the Father; that which is Spirit, even the Spirit of truth” (verse 23). 

There is no impropriety, therefore, in speaking of Jesus Christ as the 
Elder Brother of the rest of human kind. That He is by spiritual birth 
Brother to the rest of us is indicated in Hebrews: “Wherefore in all things it 
behoved him to be made like unto his brethren, that he might be a merciful 
and faithful high priest in things pertaining to God, to make reconciliation 
for the sins of the people” (Hebrews 2: 17). Let it not be forgotten, however, 
that He is essentially greater than any and all others, by reason (1) of His 
seniority as the oldest or firstborn; (2) of His unique status in the flesh as the 
offspring of a mortal mother and of an immortal, or resurrected and glorified, 
Father; (3) of His selection and foreordination as the one and only Redeemer 
and Savior of the race; and (4) of His transcendent sinlessness. 

Jesus Christ is not the Father of the spirits who have taken or yet shall 
take bodies upon this earth, for He is one of them. He is The Son, as they are 
sons and daughters of Elohim. So far as the stages of eternal progression and 
attainment have been made known through divine revelation, we are to 
understand that only resurrected and glorified beings can become parents of 
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spirit offspring. Only such exalted souls have reached maturity in the ap¬ 
pointed course of eternal life; and the spirits born to them in the eternal 
worlds will pass in due sequence through the several stages or estates by 
which the glorified parents have attained exaltation.

#1 THE MORNING BREAKS 

This hymn in praise of the Restoration was published as Hymn #1 in 
the Manchester Hymnal in 1840; it is also the first hymn in the 1985 hymnal. 
Parley P. Pratt’s text is a Latter-day Saint meditation upon a line from 
Charles Wesley’s “Wrestling Jacob,” from which he borrowed the first line of 
the hymn. George Careless composed the hymn tune in 1864 as he and a 
group of other Latter-day Saint converts from the British Isles sailed into 
New York on the ship Hudson.

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#2 THE SPIRIT OF GOD 

Linked to important events in Church history such as the dedication of 
the Kirtland Temple in 1836, this hymn has been part of Latter-day Saint 
hymn tradition since its inclusion in Emma Smith’s hymnal in 1835. Today it 
is sung at all temple dedications, as well as in Sunday meetings and on other 
joyous occasions. The origin of the hymn tune is uncertain. Its first known 
publication was in a small hymnal printed in 1844 for the use of Latter-day 
Saint missionaries in New England.

The Joseph Smith Translation of the Bible (JST) contains several thousand 
verses that are different from the King James Version. As space limitations 
prevent a complete presentation in this Appendix, the texts below were 
selected for their doctrinal value; variations from the King James Version are 
shown in italics. Extracts of the Joseph Smith Translation published in the 
pearl OF great price (Book of Moses and Joseph Smith—Matthew) are 
readily available; therefore, the texts of these extracts are not included here, 
although reference is made to them. Also, excerpts that are used in the 
Encyclopedia article Joseph smith translation of the bible are not 
repeated here. The excerpts included here are used by permission of the 
Reorganized Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints. 


VISIONS OF MOSES 1:1-42 

(No equivalent in KJV.) The full text can be found 

in Moses chapter 1 of the Pearl of Great Price. 

GENESIS 1:1-8:18 (KJV 1:1-6:13) 

This material is not included here because it is re¬ 
produced in Moses chapters 2-8 of the Pearl of 
Great Price. It is greatly expanded over the King 
James text. 

GENESIS 9:21-25 

21 And the bow shall be in the cloud; and I will 
look upon it, that I may remember the everlasting 
covenant, which 1 made unto thy father Enoch; 
that, when men should keep all my command¬ 
ments, Zion should again come on the earth, the 
city of Enoch which I have caught up unto myself 

22 And this is mine everlasting covenant, that 
when thy posterity shall embrace the truth, and 
look upward, then shall Zion look downward, and 
all the heavens shall shake with gladness, and the 
earth shall tremble with joy; 

23 And the general assembly of the church of the 
first-born shall come down out of heaven, and pos¬ 
sess the earth, and shall have place until the end 
come. And this is mine everlasting covenant, which 
l made with thy father Enoch. 

24 And the bow shall be in the cloud, and I will 
establish my covenant unto thee, which 1 have 
made between me and thee, for every living crea¬ 
ture of all flesh that shall be upon the earth. 

25 And God said unto Noah, This is the token of 


the covenant which I have established between me 
and thee; for all flesh that shall be upon the earth. 

GENESIS 14:17-18 (KJV 14:18-19) 

17 And Melchizedek, king of Salem, brought forth 
bread and wine; and he break bread and blest it; 
and he blest the wine, he being the priest of the 
most high God, 

6 But have turned from the commandment and 
taken unto themselves the washing of children, and 
the blood of sprinkling; 

GENESIS 14:25-40 

25 And Melchizedek lifted up his voice and blessed 
Abram. 

26 Now Melchizedek was a man of faith, who 
wrought righteousness; and when a child he feared 
God, and stopped the mouths of lions, and 
quenched the violence of fire. 

27 And thus, having been approved of God, he was 
ordained an high priest after the order of the cove¬ 
nant which God made with Enoch, 

28 It being after the order of the Son of God; which 
order came, not by man, nor the will of man; nei¬ 
ther by father nor mother; neither by beginning of 
days nor end of years; but of God; 

29 And it was delivered unto men by the calling of 
his own voice, according to his own will, unto as 
many as believed on his name. 

30 For God having sworn unto Enoch and unto his 
seed with an oath by himself; that every one being 
ordained after this order and calling should have 
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power, by faith, to break mountains, to divide the 
seas, to dry up waters, to turn them out of their 
course; 

31 To put at defiance the armies of nations, to di¬ 
vide the earth, to break every band, to stand in the 
presence of God; to do all things according to his 
will, according to his command, subdue principali¬ 
ties and powers; and this by the will of the Son of 
God which was from before the foundation of the 
world. 

32 A nd men having this faith, coming up unto this 
order of God, were translated and taken up into 
heaven. 

33 And now, Melchizedek was a priest of this 
order; therefore he obtained peace in Salem, and 
was called the Prince of peace. 

34 And his people wrought righteousness, and ob¬ 
tained heaven, and sought for the city of Enoch 
which God had before taken, separating it from 
the earth, having reserved it unto the latter days, 
or the end of the world; 

35 And hath said, and sworn with an oath, that the 
heavens and the earth should come together; and 
the sons of God should be tried so as by fire. 

36 And this Melchizedek, having thus established 
righteousness, was called the king of heaven by his 
people, or, in other words, the King of peace. 

37 And he lifted up his voice, and he blessed 
Abram, being the high priest, and the keeper of the 
storehouse of God; 

38 Him whom God had appointed to receive tithes 
for the poor. 

39 Wherefore, Abram paid unto him tithes of all 
that he had, of all the riches which he possessed, 
which God had given him more than that which he 
had need. 

40 And. it came to pass, that God blessed Abram, 
and gave unto him riches, and honor, and lands 
for an everlasting possession; according to the cov¬ 
enant which he had made, and according to the 
blessing wherewith Melchizedek had blessed him. 

GENESIS 15:9-12 

9 And Abram said. Lord God, how wilt thou give 
me this land for an everlasting inheritance? 

10 And the Lord said, Though thou wast dead, yet 
am I not able to give it thee? 

11 And if thou shalt die, yet thou shalt possess it, 
for the day cometh, that the Son of Man shall live; 
but how can he live if he be not dead? he must first 
be quickened. 

12 And it came to pass, that Abram looked forth 


and saw the days of the Son of Man, and was glad, 
and his soul found rest, and he believed in the 
Lord; and the Lord counted it unto him for 
righteousness. 

GENESIS 17:3-7 

3 And it came to pass, that Abram fell on his face, 
and called upon the name of the Lord. 

4 And God talked with him, saying, My people 
have gone astray from my precepts, and have not 
kept mine ordinances, which 1 gave unto their 
fathers; 

5 And they have not observed mine anointing, and 
the burial, or baptism wherewith I commanded 
them; 

6 But have turned from the commandment, and 
taken unto themselves the washing of children, and 
the blood of sprinkling; 

7 And have said that the blood of the righteous 
Abel was shed for sins; and have not known 
wherein they are accountable before me. 

GENESIS 17:11-12 

11 And I will establish a covenant of circumcision 
with thee, and it shall be my covenant between me 
and thee, and thy seed after thee, in their genera¬ 
tions; that thou mayest know for ever that children 
are not accountable before me until they are eight 
years old.

8 Therefore, O my son, he hath blessed me in rais¬ 
ing thee up to be a servant unto me, in saving my 
house from death; 

9 In delivering my people, thy brethren, from fam¬ 
ine which was sore in the land; wherefore the God 
of thy fathers shall bless thee, and the fruit of thy 
loins, that they shall be blessed above thy breth¬ 
ren, and above thy father s house; 

10 For thou hast prevailed, and thy father s house 
hath bowed down unto thee, even as it was shown 
unto thee, before thou wast sold into Egypt by the 
hands of thy brethren; wherefore thy brethren 
shall bow down unto thee, from generation to gen¬ 
eration, unto the fruit of thy loins for ever; 

11 For thou shalt be a light unto my people, to 
deliver them in the days of their captivity, from 
bondage; and to bring salvation unto them, when 
they are altogether bowed down under sin. 

GENESIS 50:24-38 

24 And Joseph said unto his brethren, I die, and go 
unto my fathers; and I go down to my grave with 


joy. The God of my father Jacob be with you, to 
deliver you out of afflictio7i in the days of your 
bondage; for the Lord hath visited me, and I have 
obtained a promise of the Lord, that out of the 
fruit of my loins, the Lord God will raise up a 
righteous branch out of my loins; and unto thee, 
whom my father Jacob hath named Israel, a 
prophet; (not the Messiah who is called Shilo;) and 
this prophet shall deliver my people out of Egypt in 
the days of thy bondage. 

25 And it shall come to pass that they shall be scat¬ 
tered again; and a branch shall be broken off, and 
shall be carried into a far country; nevertheless 
they shall be remembered in the covenants of the 
Lord, when the Messiah cometh; for he shall be 
made manifest unto them in the latter days, in the 
Spirit of power; and shall bring them out of dark¬ 
ness into light; out of hidden darkness, and out of 
captivity unto freedom. 

26 A seer shall the Lord my God raise up, who 
shall be a choice seer unto the fruit of my loins. 

27 Thus saith the Lord God of my fathers unto me, 
A choice seer will I raise up out of the fruit of thy 
loins, and he shall be esteemed highly among the 
fruit of thy loins; and unto him will I give com¬ 
mandment that he shall do a work for the fruit of 
thy loins, his brethren. 

28 And he shall bring them to the knowledge of the 
covenants which I have made with thy fathers; and 
he shall do whatsoever work I shall command him. 

29 And I will make him great in mine eyes, for he 
shall do my work; and he shall be great like unto 
him whom I have said. I would raise up unto you, to 
deliver my people, O house of Israel, out of the 
land of Egypt; for a seer will 1 raise up to deliver 
my people out of the land of Egypt; and he shall be 
called Moses. And by this name he shall know that 
he is of thy house; for he shall be nursed by the 
king’s daughter, and shall be called her son. 

30 And again, a seer will I raise up out of the fruit 
of thy loins, and unto him ivill I give power to 
bring forth my word unto the seed of thy loins; and 
not to the bringing forth of my word only, saith the 
Lord, but to the convincing them of my word, 
which shall have already gone forth among them in 
the last days; 

31 Wherefore the fruit of thy loins shall write, and 
the fruit of the loins of Judah shall write; and that 
which shall be written by the fruit of thy loins, and 
also that which shall be written by the fruit of the 
loins of Judah, shall grow together unto the con¬ 
founding of false doctrines, and laying down of 
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contentions, and establishing peace among the 
fruit of thy loins, and bringing them to a knowl¬ 
edge of their fathers in the latter days; and also to 
the knowledge of my covenants, saith the Lord. 

32 And out of weakness shall he be made strong, in 
that day when my work shall go forth among all my 
people, which shall restore them, who are of the 
house of Israel, in the last days. 

33 And that seer will I bless, and they that seek to 
destroy him shall be confounded; for this promise I 
give unto you; for I will remember you from gener¬ 
ation to generation; and his name shall be called 
Joseph, and it shall be after the name of his father; 
and he shall be like unto you; for the thing which 
the Lord shall bring forth by his hand shall bring 
my people unto salvation. 

34 And the Lord sware unto Joseph that he would 
preserve his seed forever, saying, I will raise up 
Moses, and a rod shall be in his hand, and he shall 
gather together my people, and he shall lead them 
as a flock, and he shall smite the waters of the Red 
Sea with his rod. 

35 And he shall have judgment, and shall write the 
word, of the Lord. And he shall not speak many 
words, for I will write unto him my law by the 
finger of mine own hand. And I will make a spokes¬ 
man for him, and his name shall be called Aaron. 

36 And it shall be done unto thee in the last days 
also, even as I have sworn. Therefore, Joseph said 
unto his brethren, God will surely visit you, and 
bring you out of this land, unto the land which he 
sware unto Abraham, and unto Isaac, and to Jacob. 

37 And Joseph confirmed many other things unto 
his brethren, and took an oath of the children of 
Israel, saying unto them, God will surely visit you, 
and ye shall carry up my bones from hence. 

38 So Joseph died when he was an hundred and ten 
years old; and they embalmed him, and they put 
him in a coffin in Egypt; and he was kept from 
burial by the children of Israel, that he might be 
carried up and laid in the sepulchre with his fa¬ 
ther. And thus they remembered the oath which 
they sware unto him. 

EXODUS 6:2-3 

2 And God spake unto Moses, and said unto him, I 
am the Lord; 

3 And I appeared unto Abraham, unto Isaac, and 
unto Jacob. I am the Lord God Almighty; the Lord 
JEHOVAH. And was not my name known unto 
them? 


EXODUS 18:1 

1 When Jethro, the high priest of Midian, Moses’ 
father-in-law, heard . . . 

EXODUS 22:28 

28 Thou shalt not revile against God, nor curse the 
ruler of thy people. 

EXODUS 23:3 

3 Neither shalt thou countenance a wicked man in 
his cause. 

EXODUS 32:14 

14 And the Lord said unto Moses, If they will re¬ 
pent of the evil which they have done, I will spare 
them, and turn away my fierce wrath; but, behold, 
thou shalt execute judgment upon all that will not 
repent of this evil this day. Therefore, see thou do 
this thing that I have commanded thee, or I will 
execute all that which I had thought to do unto my 
people. 

EXODUS 33:20 

20 And he said unto Moses, Thou canst not see my 
face at this time, lest mine anger be kindled against 
thee also, and I destroy thee, and thy people; for 
there shall no man among them see me at this time, 
and live, for they are exceeding sinful. And no sin¬ 
ful man hath at any time, neither shall there be any 
sinful man at any time, that shall see my face and 
live. 

EXODUS 34:1-2 

1 And the Lord said unto Moses, Hew thee two 
other tables of stone, like unto the first, and I will 
write upon them also, the words of the law, ac¬ 
cording as they were written at the first on the 
tables which thou brakest; but it shall not be ac¬ 
cording to the first, for I will take away the priest¬ 
hood out of their midst; therefore my holy order, 
and the ordinances thereof, shall not go before 
them; for my presence shall not go up in their 
midst, lest I destroy them. 

2 But I will give unto them the law as at the first, 
but it shall be after the law of a carnal command¬ 
ment; for I have sworn in my wrath, that they shall 
not enter into my presence, into my rest, in the 
days of their pilgrimage. Therefore do as I have 
commanded thee, and be ready in the morning, 
and come up in the morning unto mount 
Sinai, . . . 
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LEVITICUS 22:9 

9 They shall therefore keep mine ordinance, lest 
they bear sin for it, and die; therefore, if they pro¬ 
fane not mine ordinances, I the Lord will sanctify 
them. 

NUMBERS 16:10 

10 And he hath brought thee near to him, and all 
thy brethren the sons of Levi with thee; and seek 
ye the high priesthood also? 

DEUTERONOMY 10:1-2 

1 At that time the Lord said unto me, Hew thee 
two other tables of stone like unto the first, and 
come up unto me upon the mount, and make thee 
an ark of wood. 

2 And I will write on the tables the words that were 
on the first tables, which thou breakest, save the 
words of the everlasting covenant of the holy 
priesthood, and thou shalt put them in the ark. 

DEUTERONOMY 34:6 

6 For the Lord took him unto his fathers, in a val¬ 
ley in the land of Moab, over against Beth-peor; 
therefore no man knoweth of his sepulcher unto 
this day. 

1 SAMUEL 16:14-16, 23 

14 But the Spirit of the Lord departed from Saul, 
and an evil spirit which was not of the Lord trou¬ 
bled him. 

15 And Saul’s servants said unto him, Behold now, 
an evil spirit which is not of God troubleth thee. 

16 Let our lord now command thy servants, which 
are before thee, to seek out a man, who is a cun¬ 
ning player on a harp; and it shall come to pass, 
when the evil spirit, which is not of God, is upon 
thee, that he shall play with his hand, and thou 
shalt be well. 

23 And it came to pass, when the evil spirit, which 
was not of God, was upon Saul, that David took a 
harp and played with his hand; so Saul was re¬ 
freshed, and was well, and the evil spirit departed 
from him. 

1 SAMUEL 19:9 

9 And the evil spirit which was not of the Lord was 
upon Saul . . . 

2 SAMUEL 12:13 

13 And David said unto Nathan, I have sinned 
against the Lord. And Nathan said unto David, 


The Lord also hath not put away thy sin that thou 
shalt not die. 

1 KINGS 3:14 

14 And if thou wilt walk in my ways to keep my 
statutes, and my commandments, then I will 
lengthen thy days, and thou shalt not walk in un¬ 
righteousness, as did thy father David. 

1 KINGS 14:8 

8 And rent the kingdom away from the house of 
David and gave it thee, because he kept not my 
commandments. But thou hast not been as my 
servant David, when he followed me with all his 
heart only to do right in mine eyes. 

2 CHRONICLES 18:20-22 

20 Then there came out a lying spirit and stood 
before them, and said, I will entice him. And the 
Lord said unto him, Wherewith? 

21 And he said, I will go out, and be a lying spirit 
in the mouth of all his prophets. And the Lord 
said, Thou shalt entice him, and thou shalt also 
prevail; go out, and do even so; for all these have 
sinned against me. 

22 Now therefore, behold, the Lord hath found a 
lying spirit in the mouth of these thy prophets, and 
the Lord hath spoken evil against thee. 

PSALM 11:1-5 

1 In that day thou shalt come, O Lord; and I will 
put my trust in thee. Thou shalt say unto thy peo¬ 
ple, for mine ear hath heard thy voice; thou shalt 
say unto every soul, Flee unto my mountain; and 
the righteous shall flee like a bird that is let go from 
the snare of the fowler. 

2 For the wicked bend their bow; lo, they make 
ready their arrow upon the string, that they may 
privily shoot at the upright in heart, to destroy 
their foundation. 

3 But the foundations of the wicked shall be de¬ 
stroyed, and what can they do? 

4 For the Lord, when he shall come into his holy 
temple, sitting upon God’s throne in heaven, his 
eyes shall pierce the wicked. 

5 Behold his eyelids shall try the children of men, 
and he shall redeem the righteous, and they shall 
be tried. The Lord loveth the righteous, but the 
wicked, and him that loveth violence, his soul 
hateth. 

PSALM 14:1-7 

1 The fool hath said in his heart, There is no man 
that hath seen God. Because he showeth himself 
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not unto us, therefore there is no God. Behold, 
they are corrupt; they have done abominable 
works, and none of them doeth good. 

2 For the Lord looked down from heaven upon the 
children of men, and hy his voice said unto his 
servant, Seek ye among the children of men, to see 
if there are any that do understand God. And he 
opened his mouth unto the Lord, and said, Behold, 
all these who say they are thine. 

3 The Lord answered and said. They are all gone 
aside, they are together become filthy, thou canst 
behold none of them that are doing good, no, not 
one. 

4 All they have for their teachers are workers of 
iniquity, and there is no knowledge in them. They 
are they who eat up my people. They eat bread 
and call not upon the Lord. 

5 They are in great fear, for God dwells in the gen¬ 
eration of the righteous. He is the counsel of the 
poor, because they are ashamed of the wicked, and 
flee unto the Lord, for their refuge. 

6 They are ashamed of the counsel of the poor be¬ 
cause the Lord is his refuge. 

7 Oh that Z ion were established out of heaven, the 
salvation of Israel. O Lord, when wilt thou estab¬ 
lish Zion? When the Lord bringeth back the cap¬ 
tivity of his people, Jacob shall rejoice, Israel shall 
be glad. 

PSALM 22:12 

12 Many armies have compassed me; strong armies 
of Bashan have beset me around. 

PSALM 24:7-10 

7 Lilt up your heads, O ye generations of Jacob; 
and be ye lifted up; and the Lord strong and 
mighty; the Lord mighty in battle, who is the king 
of glory, shall establish you forever. 

8 And he will roll away the heavens; and will come 
down to redeem his people; to make you an ever¬ 
lasting name; to establish you upon his everlasting 
rock. 

9 Lift up your heads, O ye generations of Jacob; lift 
up your heads, ye everlasting generations, and the 
Lord of hosts, the king of kings; 

10 Even the king of glory shall come unto you; and 
shall redeem his people, and shall establish them in 
righteousness. Selah. 

PSALM 30:5, 9 

5 For his anger kindleth against the wicked; they 
repent, and in a moment it is turned away, and 
they are in his favor, and he giveth them life; there¬ 


fore, weeping may endure for a night, but joy 
cometh in the morning. 

9 When I go down to the pit, my blood shall return 
to the dust. I will praise thee; my soul shall declare 
thy truth; for what profit am I, if 1 do it not? 

PSALM 32:1 

Blessed are they whose transgressions are for¬ 
given, and who have no sins to be covered. 

PSALM 36:1 

The wicked, who live in transgression, saith in 
their hearts, There is no condemnation; for there is 
no fear of God before their eyes. 

PSALM 138:8 

8 The Lord will perfect me in knowledge, concern¬ 
ing his kingdom. I will praise thee O Lord, forever; 
for thou art mercifid, and wilt not forsake the 
works of thine own hands. 

PSALM 141:5 

5 When the righteous smite me with the word of 
the Lord it is a kindness; and when they reprove 
me, it shall be an excellent oil, and shall not de¬ 
stroy my faith; for yet my prayer also shall be for 
them. I delight not in their calamities. 

ISAIAH 42:19-23 

19 For I will send my servant unto you who are 
blind; yea, a messenger to open the eyes of the 
blind, and, unstop the ears of the deaf; 

20 And they shall be made perfect notwithstanding 
their blindness, if they will hearken unto the mes¬ 
senger, the Lord’s servant. 

21 Thou art a people, seeing many things, but thou 
observest not; opening the ears to hear, but thou 
hearest not. 

22 The Lord is not well pleased with such a people, 
but for his righteousness’ sake he will magnify the 
law and make it honorable. 

23 Thou art a people robbed and spoiled; thine 
enemies, all of them, have snared thee in holes, 
and they have hid thee in prison houses; they have 
taken thee for a prey, and none delivereth; for a 
spoil, and none saith, Restore. 

ISAIAH 52:15 

15 So shall he gather many nations . . . 

AMOS 3:6-7 

6 . . . shall there be evil in a city, and the Lord hath 
not known it? 

7 Surely the Lord God will do nothing, until 
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he revealeth the secret unto his servants the 
prophets. 

MATTHEW 3:45-46 (KJV 3:16-17) 

45 And Jesus, when he was baptized, went up 
straightway out of the water; and John saw, and lo, 
the heavens were opened unto him, and he saw 
the Spirit of God descending like a dove and light¬ 
ing upon Jesus. 

46 And lo, he heard a voice from heaven, saying, 
This is my beloved Son, in whom I am well 
pleased. Hear ye him. 

MATTHEW 5:21 (KJV 5:19) 

21 Whosoever, therefore, shall break one of these 
least commandments, and shall teach men so to 
do, he shall in no wise he saved in the kingdom of 
heaven; but whosoever shall do and teach these 
commandments of the law until it be fulfilled, the 
same shall be called great, and shall he saved in 
the kingdom of heaven. 

MATTHEW 6:38 (KJV 6:33) 

38 Wherefore, seek not the things of this world hut 
seek ye first to build up the kingdom of God, and 
to establish his righteousness, and all these things 
shall be added unto you. 

MATTHEW 7:4-11 

4 And again, ye shall say unto them, Why is it that 
thou beholdest the mote that is in thy brother’s 
eye, but considerest not the beam that is in thine 
own eye? 

5 Or how wilt thou say to thy brother, Let me pull 
out the mote out of thine eye; and canst not behold 
a beam in thine own eye? 

6 And Jesus said unto his disciples, Beholdest thou 
the Scribes, and the Pharisees, and the Priests, and 
the Levites? They teach in their synagogues, but do 
not observe the law, nor the comi7iandments; and 
all have gone out of the way, and are under sin. 

7 Go thou and say unto them. Why teach ye men 
the law and the commandments, when ye your¬ 
selves are the children of corruption? 

8 Say unto them, Ye hypocrites, first cast out the 
beam out of thine own eye; and then shalt thou see 
clearly to cast out the mote out of thy brother’s 
eye. 

9 Go ye into the world, saying unto all. Repent, for 
the kingdom of heaven has come nigh unto you. 

10 And the mysteries of the kingdom ye shall keep 
within yourselves; for it is not meet to give that 
which is holy unto the dogs; neither cast ye your 


pearls unto swine, lest they trample them under 
their feet. 

11 For the world cannot receive that which ye, 
yourselves, are not able to bear; wherefore ye shall 
not give your pearls unto them, lest they turn again 
and rend you. 

MATTHEW 9:18-21 

18 Then said the Pharisees unto him, Why will ye 
not receive us with our baptism, seeing we keep the 
whole law? 

19 But Jesus said unto them, Ye keep not the law. If 
ye had kept the law, ye would have received me, 
for I am he who gave the law. 

20 I receive not you with your baptism, because it 
profiteth you nothing. 

21 For when that which is new is come, the old is 
ready to be put away. 

MATTHEW 13:10-11, 49-50 (KJV 13:12, 30, 49) 

10 For whosoever receiveth, to him shall be given, 
and he shall have more abundance; 

11 But whosoever continueth not to receive, from 
him shall be taken away even that he hath. 

29 Let both grow together until the harvest, and in 
the time of harvest, I will say to the reapers, 
Gather ye together first the wheat into my barn; 
and the tares are bound in bundles to be burned. 

49 So shall it be at the end of the world. 

50 And the world is the children of the wicked. 

MATTHEW 16:26-29 

26 And now for a man to take up his cross, is to 
deny himself all ungodliness, and every worldly 
lust, and keep my commandments. 

27 Break not my commandments for to save your 
lives; for whosoever will save his life in this world, 
shall lose it in the world to come. 

28 And whosoever will lose his life in this world, 
for my sake, shall find it in the world to come. 

29 Therefore, forsake the world, and save your 
soids; for what is a man profited, if he shall gain the 
whole world, and lose his own soul? Or what shall a 
man give in exchange for his soul? 

MATTHEW 17:10-14 

10 And Jesus answered and said unto them, Elias 
truly shall first come, and restore all things, as the 
prophets have written. 

11 And again I say unto you that Elias has come 
already, concerning whom it is written, Behold, I 
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will send my messenger, and he shall prepare the 
way before me; and they knew him not, and have 
done unto him, whatsoever they listed. 

12 Likewise shall also the Son of Man suffer of 
them. 

13 But l say unto you. Who is Elias? Behold, this is 
Elias, whom I send to prepare the way before me. 

14 Then the disciples understood that he spake 
unto them of John the Baptist, and also of another 
who should come and restore all things, as it is 
written by the prophets. 

MATTHEW 21:47-56 

47 And when the chief priests and Pharisees had 
heard his parables, they perceived that he spake of 
them. 

48 And they said among themselves. Shall this man 
think that he alone can spoil this great kingdom? 
And they were angry with him. 

49 But when they sought to lay hands on him, they 
feared the multitude, because they learned that 
the multitude took him for a prophet. 

50 And now his disciples came to him, and Jesus 
said unto them, Marvel ye at the words of the par¬ 
able which I spake unto them? 

51 Verily, 1 say unto you, l am the stone, and those 
wicked ones reject me. 

52 Z am the head of the corner. These Jews shall 
fall upon me, and shall be broken. 

53 And the kingdom of God shall be taken from 
them, and shall be given to a nation bringing forth 
the fruits thereof; (meaning the Gentiles.) 

54 Wherefore, on whomsoever this stone shall fall, 
it shall grind him to powder. 

55 And when the Lord therefore of the vineyard 
cometh, he will destroy those miserable, wicked 
men, and will let again his vineyard unto other 
husbandmen, even in the last days, who shall 
render him the fruits in their seasons. 

56 And then understood they the parable which he 
spake unto them, that the Gentiles should be de¬ 
stroyed also, when the Lord shoidd descend out of 
heaven to reign in his vineyard, which is the earth 
and the inhabitants thereof. 

MATTHEW 24:1-56 (KJV 24:1-51) 

This expanded text is reproduced in Joseph Smith- 
Matthew 1:1-55 in the Pearl of Great Price. 

MATTHEW 25:11 (KJV 25:12) 

11 But he answered and said, Verily I say unto you, 
Ye know me not. 


MARK 2:26-27 

26 Wherefore the Sabbath was given unto man for 
a day of rest; and also that man should glorify 
God, and not that man should not eat; 

27 For the Son of Man made the Sabbath day, 
therefore the Son of Man is Lord also of the 
Sabbath. 

MARK 8:37-38 

37 For whosoever will save his life, shall lose it; or 
whosoever will save his life, shall be willing to lay 
it down for my sake; and if he is not willing to lay it 
down for my sake, he shall lose it. 

38 But whosoever shall be willing to lose his life for 
my sake, and the gospel, the same shall save it. 

MARK 9:40-48 

40 Therefore, if thy hand offend thee, cut it off; or 
if thy brother off end thee and confess not and for¬ 
sake not, he shall be cut off. It is better for thee to 
enter into life maimed, than having two hands, to 
go into hell. 

41 For it is better for thee to enter into life without 
thy brother, than for thee and thy brother to be 
cast into hell; into the fire that never shall be 
quenched, where their worm dieth not, and the 
fire is not quenched. 

42 And again, if thy foot offend thee, cut it off; for 
he that is thy standard, by whom thou walkest, if 
he become a transgressor, he shall be cut off. 

43 It is better for thee, to enter halt into life, than 
having two feet to be cast into hell; into the fire 
that never shall be quenched. 

44 Therefore, let every man stand or fall, by him¬ 
self, and not for another; or not trusting another. 

45 Seek unto my Father, and it shall be done in 
that very moment what ye shall ask, if ye ask in 
faith, believing that ye shall receive. 

46 And if thine eye which seeth for thee, him that 
is appointed to watch over thee to show thee light, 
become a transgressor and offend thee, pluck him 
out. 

47 It is better for thee to enter into the kingdom of 
God, with one eye, than having two eyes to be cast 
into hell fire. 

48 For it is better that thyself should be saved, 
than to be cast into hell with thy brother, where 
their worm dieth not, and where the fire is not 
quenched. 

MARK 14:20-25 

20 And as they did eat, Jesus took bread and 
blessed it, and brake, and gave to them, and said, 
Take it, and eat. 
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21 Behold, this is for you to do in remembrance of 
my body; for as oft as ye do this ye will remember 
this hour that I was with you. 

22 And he took the cup, and when he had given 
thanks, he gave it to them; and they all drank of it. 

23 And he said unto them, This is in remembrance 
of my blood which is shed for many, and the new 
testament which I give unto you; for of me ye shall 
bear record unto all the world. 

24 And as oft as ye do this ordinance, ye will re¬ 
member me in this hour that I was with you and 
drank with you of this cup, even the last time in my 
ministry. 

25 Verily I say unto you, Of this ye shall bear rec¬ 
ord; for I will no more drink of the fruit of the vine 
with you, until that day that I drink it new in the 
kingdom of God. 

MARK 14:36-38 (KJV 14:32-34) 

36 And they came to a place which was named 
Gethsemane, which was a garden; and the disci¬ 
ples began to be sore amazed, and to be very 
heavy, and to complain in their hearts, wondering 
if this be the Messiah. 

37 And Jesus knowing their hearts, said to his dis¬ 
ciples, Sit ye here, while I shall pray. 

38 And he taketh with him Peter, and James, and 
John, and rebuked them, and said unto them, My 
soul is exceeding sorrowful, even unto death; tarry 
ye here and watch. 

LUKE 3:4-11 

4 As it is written in the book of the prophet Esaias; 
and these are the words, saying, The voice of one 
crying in the wilderness, Prepare ye the way of the 
Lord, and make his paths straight. 

5 For behold, and lo, he shall come, as it is written 
in the book of the p rophets, to take away the sins of 
the world, and to bring salvation unto the heathen 
nations, to gather together those who are lost, who 
are of the sheepfold of Israel; 

6 Yea, even the dispersed and afflicted; and also to 
prepare the way, and make possible the preaching 
of the gospel unto the Gentiles; 

7 And to be a light unto all who sit in darkness, 
unto the uttermost parts of the earth; to bring to 
pass the resurrection from the dead, and to ascend 
up on high, to dwell on the right hand of the 
Father, 

8 Until the fulness of time, and the law and the 
testimony shall be sealed, and the keys of the king¬ 
dom shall be delivered up again unto the Father; 


9 To administer justice unto all; to come down in 
judgment upon all, and to convince all the ungodly 
of their ungodly deeds, which they have commit¬ 
ted; and all this in the day that he shall come; 

10 For it is a day of power; yea, every valley shall 
be filled, and every mountain and hill shall be 
brought low; . . . 

LUKE 5:23 

23 Does it require more power to forgive sins than 
to make the sick rise up and walk? 

LUKE 6:29-30 

29 And unto him who smiteth thee on the cheek, 
offer also the other; or, in other words, it is better 
to offer the other, than to revile again. And him 
who taketh away thy cloak, forbid not to take thy 
coat also. 

30 For it is better that thou suffer thine enemy to 
take these things, than to contend with him. Verily 
1 say unto you. Your heavenly Father who seeth in 
secret, shall bring that wicked one into judgment. 

LUKE 8:23 

23 But as they sailed he fell asleep; and there came 
down a storm of wind on the lake; and they were 
filled with fear, and were in danger. 

LUKE 9:31 

31 Who appeared in glory, and spake of his death, 
and also his resurrection, which he should accom¬ 
plish at Jerusalem. 

LUKE 10:22 (KJV 10:21) 

22 In that hour Jesus rejoiced in spirit, and said, I 
thank thee, O Father, Lord of heaven and earth, 
that thou hast hid these things from them who 
think they are wise and prudent, and hast revealed 
them unto babes; even so, Father; for so it seemed 
good in thy sight. 

LUKE 11:53 (KJV 11:52) 

53 Woe unto you, lawyers! For ye have taken away 
the key of knowledge, the fulness of the scriptures; 
ye enter not in yourselves into the kingdom; and 
those who were entering in, ye hindered. 

LUKE 12:9-12 

9 But he who denieth me before men, shall be 
denied before the angels of God. 

10 Now his disciples knew that he saul this, be¬ 
cause they had spoken evil against him before the 
people; for they were afraid to confess him before 
men. 
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11 And they reasoned among themselves, saying, 
He knoweth our hearts, and he speaketh to our 
condemnation, and we shall not he forgiven. But 
he answered them, and said unto them, 

12 Whosoever shall speak a word against the Son of 
Man, and repenteth, it shall be forgiven him; but 
unto him who blasphemeth against the Holy 
Ghost, it shall not be forgiven him. 

LUKE 12:34 (KJV 12:31) 

34 Therefore seek ye to bring forth the kingdom of 
God, and all these things shall be added unto you. 

LUKE 12:41-57 

41 For, behold, he cometh in the first watch of the 
night, and he shall also come in the second watch, 
and again he shall come in the third watch. 

42 And verily I say unto you, He hath already 
come, as it is written of him; and again when he 
shall come in the second watch, or come in the 
third watch, blessed are those servants when he 
cometh, that he shall find so doing; 

43 For the Lord of those servants shall gird him¬ 
self, and make them to sit down to meat, and will 
come forth and serve them. 

44 And now, verily I say these things unto you, 
that ye may know this, that the coming of the Lord 
is as a thief in the night. 

45 And it is like unto a man who is an householder, 
who, if he watcheth not his goods, the thief cometh 
in an hour of which he is not aware, and taketh his 
goods, and divideth them among his fellows. 

46 And they said among themselves, If the good 
man of the house had known what hour the thief 
would come, he would have watched, and not have 
suffered his house to be broken through and the 
loss of his goods. 

47 And he said unto them, Verily I say unto you, be 
ye therefore ready also; for the Son of Man cometh 
at an hour when ye think not. 

48 Then Peter said unto him, Lord, speaketh thou 
this parable unto us, or unto all? 

49 And the Lord said, I speak unto those whom the 
Lord shall make rulers over his household, to give 
his children their portion of meat in due season. 

50 And they said. Who then is that faithful and 
wise servant? 

51 And the Lord said unto them. It is that servant 
who watcheth, to impart his portion of meat in due 
season. 

52 Blessed be that servant whom his Lord shall 
find, when he cometh, so doing. 


53 Of a truth I say unto you, that he will make him 
ruler over all that he hath. 

54 But the evil servant is he who is not found 
watching. And if that servant is not found watch¬ 
ing, he will say in his heart, My Lord delayeth his 
coming; and shall begin to beat the menservants, 
and the maidens, and to eat, and drink, and to be 
drunken. 

55 The Lord of that servant will come in a day he 
looketh not for, and at an hour when he is not 
aware, and will cut him down, and will appoint 
him his portion with the unbelievers. 

56 And that servant who knew his Lord’s will, and 
prepared not for his Lord’s coming, neither did 
according to his will, shall be beaten with many 
stripes. 

57 But he that knew not his Lord’s will, and did 
commit things worthy of stripes, shall be beaten 
with few. For unto whomsoever much is given, of 
him shall much be required; and to whom the Lord 
has committed much, of him will men ask the 
more. 

LUKE 13:36 (KJV 13:35) 

36 Behold, your house is left unto you desolate. 
And verily I say unto you, Ye shall not know me, 
until ye have received from the hand of the Lord a 
just recompense for all your sins; until the time 
come when ye shall say, Blessed is he who cometh 
in the name of the Lord. 

LUKE 14:35-37 

35 Then certain of them came to him, saying, Good 
Master, we have Moses and the prophets, and 
whosoever shall live by them, shall he not have 
life? 

36 And Jesus answered, saying, Ye know not 
Moses, neither the prophets; for if ye had known 
them, ye would have believed on me; for to this 
intent they were written. For I am sent that ye 
might have life. Therefore I will liken it unto salt 
which is good; 

37 But if the salt has lost its savor, wherewith shall 
it be seasoned? 

LUKE 16:16-23 

16 And they said unto him. We have the law, and 
the prophets; but as for this man we will not re¬ 
ceive him to be our ruler; for he maketh himself to 
be a judge over us. 

17 Then said Jesus unto them, The law and the 
prophets testify of me; yea, and all the prophets 
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who have written, even until John, have foretold of 
these days. 

18 Since that time, the kingdom of God is 
preached, and every man who seeketh truth press- 
eth into it. 

19 And it is easier for heaven and earth to pass, 
than for one tittle of the law to fail. 

20 And why teach ye the law, and deny that which 
is written; and condemn him whom the Father 
hath sent to fulfil the law, that ye might all he 
redeemedP 

21 O fools! for you have said in your hearts, There 
is no God. And you pervert the right way; and the 
kingdom of heaven suffereth violence of you; and 
you persecute the meek; and in your violence you 
seek to destroy the kingdom; and ye take the chil¬ 
dren of the kingdom hy force. Woe unto you, ye 
adulterers! 

22 And they reviled him again, being angry for the 
saying, that they were adulterers. 

23 But lie continued, saying, Whosoever putteth 
away his wife, and marrieth another, committeth 
adultery; and whosoever marrieth her who is put 
away from her husband, committeth adultery. Ver¬ 
ily I say unto you, I will liken you unto the rich 
man. 

LUKE 17:36-40 

36 And they answered and said unto him, Where, 
Lord, shall they he taken. 

37 And he said unto them, Wheresoever the body 
is gathered; or, in other words, whithersoever the 
saints are gathered, thither will the eagles be gath¬ 
ered together; or, thither will the remainder he 
gathered together. 

38 This he spake, signifying the gathering of his 
saints; and of angels descending and gathering the 
remainder unto them; the one from the bed, the 
other from the grinding, and the other from the 
field, whithersoever he listeth. 

39 For verily there shall be new heavens, and a 
new earth, wherein dwelleth righteousness. 

40 And there shall he no unclean thing; for the 
earth becoming old, even as a garment, having 
waxed in corruption, wherefore it vanisheth away, 
and the footstool remaineth sanctified, cleansed 
from all sin. 

LUKE 21:24-25 

24 And then his disciples asked him, saying, Mas¬ 
ter, tell us concerning thy coming? 

25 And he answered them, and said, In the genera¬ 


tion in which the times of the Gentiles shall he ful¬ 
filled, there shall be signs in the sun, and in the 
moon, and in the stars; and upon the earth distress 
of nations with perplexity, like the sea and the 
waves roaring. The earth also shall he troubled, 
and the waters of the great deep; 

JOHN 1:1-34 

1 In the beginning was the gospel preached 
through the Son. And the gospel was the word, 
and the word was with the Son, and the Son was 
with God, and the Son was of God. 

2 The same was in the beginning with God. 

3 All things were made by him; and without him 
was not anything made which was made. 

4 In him was the gospel, and the gospel was the 
life, and the life was the light of men; 

5 And the light shineth in the world, and the world 
perceiveth it not. 

6 There was a man sent from God, whose name 
was John. 

7 The same came into the world for a witness, to 
bear witness of the light, to hear record of the gos¬ 
pel through the Son, unto all, that through him 
men might believe. 

8 He was not that light, but came to bear witness of 
that light, 

9 Which was the true light, which lighteth every 
man who cometh into the world; 

10 Even the Son of God. He who was in the world, 
and the world was made by him, and the world 
knew him not. 

11 He came unto his own, and his own received 
him not. 

12 But as many as received him, to them gave he 
power to become the sons of God; only to them 
who believe on his name. 

13 He was born, not of blood, nor of the will of the 
flesh, nor of the will of man, but of God. 

14 And the same word was made flesh, and dwelt 
among us, and we beheld his glory, the glory as of 
the Only Begotten of the Father, full of grace and 
truth. 

15 John hear witness of him, and cried, saying, 
This is he of whom I spake; He who cometh after 
me, is preferred before me; for he was before me. 

16 For in the beginning was the Word, even the 
Son, who is made flesh, and sent unto us hy the 
will of the Father, And as many as believe on his 
name shall receive of his fulness. And of his fulness 
have all we received, even immortality and eternal 
life, through his grace. 
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17 For the law was given through Moses, but life 
and truth came through Jesus Christ. 

18 For the law was after a carnal commandment, 
to the administration of death; but the gospel was 
after the power of an endless life, through Jesus 
Christ, the Only Begotten Son, who is in the bosom 
of the Father. 

19 And no man hath seen God at any time, except 
he hath borne record of the Son; for except it is 
through him no man can be saved. 

20 And this is the record of John, when the Jews 
sent priests and Levites from Jerusalem, to ask 
him; Who art thou? 

21 And he confessed, and denied not that he was 
Elias; but confessed, saying; I am not the Christ. 

22 And they asked him, saying; How then art thou 
Elias? And he said, 1 am not that Elias who was to 
restore all things. And they asked him, saying, Art 
thou that prophet? And he answered, No. 

23 Then said they unto him, Who art thou? that we 
may give an answer to them that sent us. What 
sayest thou of thyself? 

24 He said, I am the voice of one crying in the 
wilderness, Make straight the way of the Lord, as 
saith the prophet Esaias. 

25 And they who were sent were of the Pharisees. 

26 And they asked him, and said unto him; Why 
baptizest thou then, if thou be not the Christ, nor 
Elias who was to restore all things, neither that 
prophet? 

27 John answered them, saying; I baptize with 
water, but there standeth one among you, whom 
ye know not; 

28 He it is of whom I bear record. He is that 
prophet, even Elias, who, coming after me, is pre¬ 
ferred before me, whose shoe’s latehet I am not 
worthy to unloose, or whose place I am not able to 
fill; for he shall baptize, not only with water, but 
with fire, and with the Holy Ghost. 

29 The next day John seeth Jesus coming unto him, 
and said; Behold the Lamb of God, who taketh 
away the sin of the world! 

30 And, John bare record of him unto the people, 
saying. This is he of whom I said; After me cometh 
a man who is preferred before me; for he was be¬ 
fore me, and I knew him, and that he should be 
made manifest to Israel; therefore am I come bap¬ 
tizing with water. 

31 And John bare record, saying; When he was 
baptized of me, I saw the Spirit descending from 
heaven like a dove, and it abode upon him. 

32 And I knew him; for he who sent me to baptize 


with water, the same said unto me; Upon whom 
thou shalt see the Spirit descending, and remain¬ 
ing on him, the same is he who baptizeth with the 
Holy Ghost. 

33 And I saw, and bare record that this is the Son 
of God. 

34 These things were done in Bethabara, beyond 
Jordan, where John was baptizing. 

JOHN 4:26 (KJV 4:24) 

26 For unto such hath God promised his Spirit. 
And they who worship him, must worship in spirit 
and in truth. 

JOHN 6:44 

44 No man can come unto me, except he doeth the 
will of my Father who hath sent me. And this is the 
will of him who hath sent me, that ye receive the 
Son; for the Father beareth record of him; and he 
who receiveth the testimony, and doeth the will oj 
him who sent me, I will raise up in the resurrection 
of the just. 

JOHN 9:32 

32 Since the world began was it not heard that any 
man opened the eyes of one that was born blind, 
except he be of God. 

JOHN 10:8 

8 All that ever came before me who testified not of 
me are thieves and robbers; but the sheep did not 
hear them. 

JOHN 13:8-10 

8 Peter saith unto him, Thou needest not to wash 
my feet. Jesus answered him, If I wash thee not, 
thou hast no part with me. 

9 Simon Peter saith unto him, Lord, not my feet 
only, but also my hands and my head. 

10 Jesus saith to him, He that has washed his 
hands and his head, needeth not save to wash his 
feet, but is clean every whit; and ye are clean, but 
not all. Now this was the custom of the Jews under 
their law; wherefore, Jesus did this that the law 
might be fulfilled. 

ROMANS 3:24 

24 Therefore being justified only by his grace 
through the redemption that is in Christ Jesus; 

ROMANS 7:5-27 

5 For when we were in the flesh, the motions of 
sins, which were not according to the law, did 
work in our members to bring forth fruit unto 
death. 
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6 But now we are delivered from the law wherein 
we were held, being dead to the law, that we 
should serve in newness of spirit, and not in the 
oldness of the letter. 

7 What shall we say then? Is the law sin? God for¬ 
bid. Nay, I had not known sin, but by the law; for I 
had not known lust, except the law had said, Thou 
shalt not covet. 

8 But sin, taking occasion by the commandment, 
wrought in me all manner of concupiscence. For 
without the law sin was dead. 

9 For once I was alive without transgression of the 
law, but when the commandment of Christ came, 
sin revived, and I died. 

10 And when I believed not the commandment of 
Christ which came, which was ordained to life, I 
found it condemned me unto death. 

11 For sin, taking occasion, denied the command¬ 
ment, and deceived me and by it I was slain. 

12 Nevertheless, I found the law to be holy, and 
the commandment to be holy, and just, and good. 

13 Was then that which is good made death unto 
me? God forbid. But sin, that it might appear sin 
by that which is good working death in me; that 
sin, by the commandment, might become exceed¬ 
ing sinful. 

14 For we know that the commandment is spiritual; 
but when l was under the law, I was yet carnal, 
sold under sin. 

15 But now I am spiritual; for that which 1 am 
commanded to do, I do; and that which I am com¬ 
manded not to allow, I allow not. 

16 For what I know is not right I would not do; for 
that which is sin, I hate. 

17 If then I do not that which I would not allow, I 
consent unto the law, that it is good; and I am not 
condemned. 

18 Now then, it is no more I that do sin; but I seek 
to subdue that sin which dwelleth in me. 

19 For I know that in me, that is, in my flesh, 
dwelleth no good thing; for to will is present with 
me, but to perform that which is good I find not, 
only in Christ. 

20 For the good that I woidd have done when 
u nder the law, I find not to be good; therefo re, I do 
it not. 

21 But the evil which I would not do under the 
law, I find to be good; that, I do. 

22 Now if I do that, through the assistance of 
Christ, I would not do under the law, I am not 
under the law; and it is no more that I seek to do 
wrong, but to subdue sin that dwelleth in me. 


23 I find then that under the law, that when I 
would do good evil was present with me; for 1 de¬ 
light in the law of God after the inward man. 

24 And now I see another law, even the command¬ 
ment of Christ, and it is imprinted in my mind. 

25 But my members are warring against the law of 
my mind, and bringing me into captivity to the law 
of sin which is in my members. 

26 And if I subdue not the sin which is in me, but 
with the flesh serve the law of sin; O wretched man 
that I am! who shall deliver me from the body of 
this death? 

27 I thank God through Jesus Christ our Lord, 
then, that so with the mind I myself serve the law 
of God. 

ROMANS 8:8-10, 13 

8 So then they that are after the flesh cannot please 
God. 

9 But ye are not after the flesh, but after the 
Spirit, if so be that the Spirit of God dwell in you. 
Now if any man have not the Spirit of Christ, he is 
none of his. 

10 And if Christ be in you, though the body shall 
die because of sin, yet the Spirit is life, because of 
righteousness. 

13 For if ye live after the flesh, unto sin, ye shall 
die; but if ye through the Spirit do mortify the 
deeds of the body, ye shall live unto Christ. 

1 CORINTHIANS 7:1, 5, 9, 29-33 
1 Now concerning the things whereof ye wrote 
unto me, saying, It is good for a man not to touch a 
woman. 

5 Depart ye not one from the other, except it be 
with consent for a time, that ye may give your¬ 
selves to fasting and prayer. 

9 But if they cannot abide, let them marry; for it is 
better to marry than that any should commit sin. 

29 But I speak unto you who are called unto the 
ministry. For this I say, brethren, the time that 
remaineth is but short, that ye shall be sent forth 
unto the ministry. Even they who have wives, shall 
be as though they had none; for ye are called and 
chosen to do the Lord’s work. 

30 And it shall be with them who weep, as though 
they wept not; and them who rejoice, as though 
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they rejoiced not, and them who buy, as though 
they possessed not; 

31 And them who use this world, as not using it; for 
the fashion of this world passeth away. 

32 But I would, brethren, that ye magnify your 
calling. I would have you without carefulness. For 
he who is unmarried, careth for the things that be¬ 
long to the Lord, how he may please the Lord; 
therefore he prevaileth. 

33 But he who is married, careth for the things that 
are of the world, how he may please his wife; 
therefore there is a difference, for he is hindered. 

2 THESSALONIANS 2:7-9 

7 For the mystery of iniquity doth already work, 
and he it is who now worketh, and Christ suffereth 
him to work, until the time is fulfilled that he shall 
be taken out of the way. 

8 And then shall that wicked one be revealed, 
whom the Lord shall consume with the spirit of his 
mouth, and shall destroy with the brightness of his 
coming. 

9 Yea, the Lord, even Jesus, whose coming is not 
until after there cometh a falling away, by the 
working of Satan with all power, and signs and 
lying wonders . . . 

2 TIMOTHY 4:2 

2 Preach the word; be instant in season; those who 
are out of season, reprove, rebuke, exhort with all 
long-suffering and doctrine. 

HEBREWS 7:19-20, 25-26 

19 For the law was administered without an oath 
and made nothing perfect, but was only the bring¬ 
ing in of a better hope; by the which we draw nigh 
unto God. 

20 Inasmuch as this high priest was not without an 
oath, by so much was Jesus made the surety of a 
better testament. 

25 For such an high priest became us, who is holy, 
harmless, undefiled, separate from sinners, and 
made ruler over the heavens; 

26 And not as those high priests who offered up 
sacrifice daily, first for their own sins, and then for 
the sins of the people; for he needeth not offer sac¬ 
rifice for his own sins, for he knew no sins; but for 
the sins of the people. And this he did once, when 
he offered up himself. 

HEBREWS 11:1 

1 Now faith is the assurance of things hoped for, 
the evidence of things not seen. 


1 PETER 4:2 

2 For you who have suffered in the flesh should 
cease from sin, that you no longer the rest of your 
time in the flesh, should live to the lusts of men, 
but to the will of God. 

1 JOHN 4:12 

12 No man hath seen God at any time, except them 
who believe. 

REVELATION 1:1-8 

1 The Revelation of John, a servant of God, which 
was given unto him of Jesus Christ, to show unto 
his servants things which must shortly come to

2 Who bore record of the word of God, and of the 
testimony of Jesus Christ, and of all things that he 
saw. 

3 Blessed are they who read, and they who hear 
and understand the words of this prophecy, and 
keep those things which are written therein, for 
the time of the coming of the Lord draweth nigh.

5 Therefore, l, John, the faithful witness, bear rec¬ 
ord of the things which were delivered me of the 
angel, and from Jesus Christ the first begotten of 
the dead, and the Prince of the kings of the earth. 

6 And unto him who loved us, be glory; who 
washed us from our sins in his own blood, and hath 
made us kings and priests unto God, his Father. To 
him be glory and dominion, forever and ever. 
Amen. 

7 For behold, he cometh in the clouds with ten 
thousands of his saints in the kingdom, clothed 
with the glory of his Father. And every eye shall 
see him; and they who pierced him, and all kin¬ 
dreds of the earth shall wail because of him. Even 
so, Amen. 

8 For he saith, I am Alpha and Omega, the begin¬ 
ning and the ending, the Lord, who is, and who 
was, and who is to come, the Almighty. 

REVELATION 2:26-27 

26 And to him who overcometh, and keepeth my 
commandments unto the end, will I give power 
over many kingdoms; 
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27 And he shall rule them with the word of God; 
and they shall be in his hands as the vessels of clay 
in the hands of a potter; and he shall govern them 
by faith, with equity and justice, even as I received 
of my Father. 

REVELATION 12:1-8 

1 And there appeared a great sign in heaven, in the 
likeness of things on the earth; a woman clothed 
with the sun, and the moon under her feet, and 
upon her head a crown of twelve stars.

7 And the dragon prevailed not against Michael, 
neither the child, nor the woman which was the 
church of God, who had been delivered of her 
pains, and brought forth the kingdom of our God 
and his Christ. 

8 Neither was there place found in heaven for the 
great dragon, who was cast out; that old serpent 
called the devil, and also called Satan, which 
deceiveth the whole world; he was cast out into the 
earth; and his angels were cast out with him.

Cub Scout Program Encouraged 

December 19, 1960 

To the Priesthood, Primary Workers, and Cub Scout Leaders 

It is the desire of the First Presidency that Latter-day Saint boys have the 
full advantage of the Scouting program, including Cub Scouting, Boy Scout¬ 
ing, and Exploring. It is also the desire of the First Presidency that Latter- 
day Saint boys have this experience in units sponsored by the Church, under 
the direction of Church leaders, and according to Church policies and stan¬ 
dards. When we do not accept this responsibility but leave it to the school, 
the community, or another church, we do two things: we place our boys in a 
situation where their activities may not be conducted according to Church 
standards; we may be sowing the seeds of Church inactivity at a most im¬ 
pressionable age. 

The Cub Scout program was adopted by the Church in 1953. That year 114 
Packs were organized. At the close of 1960 there were about 1,075 Packs and 
28,000 Cub Scouts. 

The Latter-day Saint belief in the eternal nature of the family places special 
emphasis on the value of this home-centered program. 
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Cub Scouting is a potent and effective part of the youth program of the 
Church and must have the enthusiastic support of the priesthood and Pri¬ 
mary workers. 

We extend congratulations and commendation for the outstanding success of 
this program to date, and pray that the blessings of the Lord will ever be 
with you as you continue willingly to give of yourselves for the protection 
and guidance of our youth.

Dear Brethren: 

Attached is a statement regarding a cleanup and beautification effort which 

we ask you to implement immediately. 

We suggest that you organize these and other methods of implementation 

which you feel will be effective: 

1. Ask home teachers to stress in their messages to families the need to 
clean up and beautify their homes and surroundings. . . . 

2. Assign elders quorums ... to clean up and beautify our meetinghouse 
buildings and grounds. Also, make arrangements for the upkeep of our 
meetinghouses and grounds so that they are always neat and attractive. 
Aaronic Priesthood quorum members may be asked to assist in this effort 
where desired. 
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3. Encourage Young Adult and Special Interest groups to organize them¬ 
selves to assist the elderly, the fatherless, and the needy in improving the 
appearance of their homes and surroundings and in properly maintaining 
them. . . . 

4. Request that Sunday School and Primary teachers, in the course ol their 
lesson presentations, instruct class members in orderliness, in respecting 
buildings and property generally, in taking care of their belongings, and 
in keeping them in their proper places. 

5. Encourage the leadership of the Relief Society to provide “how to” sug¬ 
gestions to women in keeping with the spirit of this effort. . . .

Fast Day and Donation to the Needy of Africa 

January 11, 1985 

To General Authorities, Regional Representatives, Stake Presidents, Bish¬ 
ops and Branch Presidents in the United States and Canada 

Dear Brethren: 

People throughout the world have been touched by the portrayal in the 
media of the plight of many thousands of starving people in Africa. There are 
others in similar circumstances in other areas. We have sent funds to assist 
those in need. We now feel that our people would like to participate more 
extensively in the great humanitarian effort to assist those in Ethiopia, other 
areas of Africa, and perhaps in other parts of the world. 

The First Presidency and the Council of the Twelve have accordingly deter¬ 
mined that Sunday, January 27, should be designated as a special fast day 
when our people will be invited to refrain from partaking of two meals and 
contribute the equivalent value, or more, to the Church to assist those in 
need. All fast offering funds contributed on this day will be dedicated for the 
use of the victims of famine and other causes resulting in hunger and priva¬ 
tion among people of Africa, and possibly in some other areas. They will he 
placed through agencies of unquestioned integrity. 

The regular February fast day will be held on the first Sunday of the month 
as usual and funds contributed on that day will be used in the customary way 
to assist those in need in the Church. We repeat, however, that all funds 
contributed on January 27 will be earmarked particularly to assist the hungry 
and needy in distressed areas regardless of Church membership. 
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We shall appreciate your advising the people of your wards and stakes ac¬ 
cordingly. This letter may be read in the Sacrament meetings of all wards 
and branches. We are confident that there will be a great outpouring from 
this effort.

Political Neutrality and Non-Use of Church Buildings 

June 9, 1988 

To General Authorities and the following priesthood leaders in the United 
States: Regional Representatives; Stake, Mission and District Presidents; 
Bishops; and Branch Presidents 

Dear Brethren: 

Political Neutrality (To be read in sacrament meeting.) 

In this election year, we reiterate the long-standing policy of the 
Church of strict political neutrality, of not endorsing political candidates or 
parties in elections, and of not using Church facilities for political purposes, 
including voter registration. 

The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints does not favor one 
political party over another. We have no candidates for political office and we 
do not undertake to tell people how to vote. 
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We do urge all voters to involve themselves in the political process and 
to study carefully and prayerfully candidates’ positions on issues and to vote 
for those who will most nearly carry out their views of government and its 
role. 

The use of branch, ward, or stake premises, chapels or other Church 
facilities or equipment in any way for voter registration or political campaign 
purpose is contrary to our counsel and advice. This stricture applies to 
speech-making, class discussion, fund-raising, or preparation or distribution 
of campaign literature. Church directories or mailing lists should not be 
made available for any purpose to candidates for distribution of campaign 
literature or fund solicitation or to those involved in voter registration. 

Those who attempt to use Church meetings or facilities or equipment to 
further their own or another’s political ambitions injure their own cause and 
do the Church a disservice. We appeal, therefore, to all candidates for public 
office to take notice of this instruction and to conduct their campaigns in 
strict compliance with this requirement pertaining to use of Church facili¬ 
ties, equipment, meetings and membership lists. 

We also call on all political candidates who are members of The Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints neither to state nor imply the endorse¬ 
ment of their candidacy by the Church or its leaders.

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Letters of the Presiding Bishopric 


The role and duties of the Presiding Bishopric of The Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter-day Saints change as the Church grows and needs dictate. The 
following excerpts were selected from many available documents to illustrate 
a few of the responsibilities of the Presiding Bishopric. 


Consecration of Property, 1832 

Following is an excerpt from a formal document labeled a “Lease of 
inheritance in Jackson Co. and loan of property there.” It is dated October 
12, 1832, and signed by Edward Partridge, Bishop. A printed form was used; 
words in brackets indicate the handwritten parts. Spelling and punctuation 
are preserved as in the original. 

BE IT KNOWN, THAT I, [Edward Partridge—] 

Of Jackson county, and state of Missouri, bishop of the church of Christ, 
organized according to law, and established by the revelations of the Lord, 
on the 6th day of April, 1830, have leased, and by these presents do lease 
unto [Joseph Knight Junr] of Jackson county, and state of Missouri, a mem¬ 
ber of said church, the following described parcel of land, being a part of 
section No. [thirty three] township No. [forty nine] range No. [thirty three] 
situated in Jackson county, and state of Missouri, and is bounded as follows, 
viz:— 

[Beginning forty two rods E. from the N. W. corner of S d. Sec. thence E. on 
the N. line of the S d. Sec ten rods, thence S. 5V2 1 ' W. thirty rods twenty one 
L. thence W. six rods to land leased to N. Knight, thence N. thirty six rods to 
the place of beginning, containing one acre and eighty one hundredths be 
the same more or less.] 

And also have loaned the following described property, viz:— [Sundry arti¬ 
cles of crockery, tinware, knives, forks and spoons valued nine dollars forty 
three cents,— Sundry articles of iron ware and household furniture valued 
twelve dollars ninety two cents,—one bed and bedding, valued nineteen 
dollars,—Sundry articles of clothing valued twenty two dollars thirteen 
cents,—grain valued seven dollars,—Sundry articles of joiner tools valued 
twenty dollars forty four cents,—one cow valued twelve dollars. 

TO HAVE AND TO HOLD the above described property by him the said 
[Joseph Knight Junr.—] to be used and occupied as to him shall seem meet 
and proper. And as a consideration for the use of the above described prop¬ 
erty unto the said [Edward Partridge—] bishop of said church, or his succes¬ 
sor in office, of myself and family. . . . 
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Spiritual Welfare of Young Men Ages 18 and Over 

August 31, 1973 

To all Stake Presidents, Mission and District Presidents, Bishops and Branch 
Presidents 

Dear Brethren: 

The October 1972 Priesthood Bulletin (item No. 1) contained the follow¬ 
ing policy statement: 

At the age of eighteen, Aaronic Priesthood bearers may be or¬ 
dained to the office of an Elder in the Melchizedek Priesthood or 
transferred to the prospective elders program. If, in the judgment 
of the bishop, such qualifying circumstances as date of graduation 
from high school, individual maturation, or peer group association 
seem to indicate a need for a postponement, a young man may 
remain in the priests quorum until such circumstances change, or 
until the young man becomes nineteen. 

This policy should be applied in the new correlated reporting system 
when determining the organization that is responsible for reporting the ac¬ 
tivities of eighteen-year-old men. If the eighteen-year-old is not ordained to 
the office of an elder, or transferred to the prospective elders program, he 
continues to be the responsibility of the priests quorum and is listed on the 
Priests Quorum roll. As soon as he reaches nineteen, he should either be 
ordained an elder, if worthy, or transferred to the prospective elders pro¬ 
gram. . . . 

The prime concern of all leaders must be the welfare, spirituality and 
improvement of the individual.

Utah Flood Disaster Aid 

14 June 1983 

To Executive Administrators, Regional Representatives, Stake Presidents 
and Bishops in Utah

As a result of the flood disaster in Utah each stake president and bishop 
should carefully apply the concepts outlined in the First Presidency’s letter 
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of 10 June 1983 entitled ’Rebuilding and Giving Service Following Disas¬ 
ters.” Give particular attention to: 

“The responsibility for each members’s spiritual, social, emotional, 
physical or economic well-being rests first with the member, second 
upon the family, and third, upon the Church.” 

When disaster assistance is requested by members, the bishop and stake 
president should handle these requests using normal procedures for obtain¬ 
ing and handling fast-offering funds as outlined in the Church Financial 
Records booklet. . . . 

We trust this will help priesthood leaders administer fast-offering assistance 
where required and needed.

Implementing the Budget Allowance Program; Sacred Nature of Tithing 
Funds

To General Authorities, Regional Representatives, and Stake Presidents in 
the United States and Canada 

Dear Brethren: 

Local Unit Budget Allowance Program 

On 15 November 1989 the First Presidency announced a new method 
of providing financial support for wards and stakes in the United States and 
Canada. This plan provides a budget allowance for stakes and wards from 
general Church funds and eliminates the need for local units to receive or to 
seek budget contributions from their members. 

The announcement letter indicated additional instructions concerning 
the plan would be forthcoming. Attached are the materials priesthood lead¬ 
ers will need in order to implement the budget allowance program. . . . 

Any questions concerning the program should first be directed to the 
stake president. In the event a question remains, stake presidents may make 
inquiry at Church headquarters. . . . 

Church members should be reminded of the blessings associated with 
the payment of an honest tithe. They should also be encouraged to care for 
the poor by being generous in their fast offering contributions and should 
feel their responsibility to financially support missionary activities. 

Tithing funds, by their very nature, are sacred. Priesthood and auxiliary 
leaders must be wise stewards over the budget allowance given them 
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to ensure sacred funds are used to bless people and further gospel pur¬ 
poses. . . . 

As this new program is implemented, all priesthood leaders are asked to 
be sensitive to the broad interests of the entire Church rather than the 
provincial concerns of a local unit. 

May our Father in Heaven’s blessings be with you as you implement 
this important new program and apply the principles associated with it.

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Lines of Priesthood Authority 


This compilation shows the line of highest priesthood authority and date of 
ordination for those persons who have served as Presidents of the Church, 
Counselors in the First Presidency, and members of The Quorum of the 
Twelve Apostles. Everyone in the Church today holding the holy priesthood 
will be able to trace his line of authority to one or more of these persons. 

The Three Witnesses to the Book of Mormon—Oliver Cowdery, David 
Whitmer, and Martin Harris—were appointed by revelation to choose the 
Twelve Apostles (D&C 18:37). The Three Witnesses were set apart for this 
purpose by the First Presidency—Joseph Smith, Sidney Higdon, and Fred¬ 
erick G. Williams—on February 14, 1835 (HC 2:187). 

Oliver Cowdery was with the Prophet Joseph Smith in 1829, when 
Peter, James and John conferred the Melchizedek Priesthood upon them 
and ordained them apostles. An 1829 revelation verifies that Oliver Cowdery 
and David Whitmer both held the apostolic office (D&C 18:9). Martin Harris 
was ordained to the High Priesthood on June 3, 1831 by Lyman Wight, who 
had been ordained to the High Priesthood that same day by Joseph the 
Prophet. President Rigdon was ordained to the High Priesthood by Lyman 
Wight, and President Williams by Joseph Smith and Oliver Cowdery. 

Peter, James and John had been ordained apostles bv Jesus Christ 
(John 15:16). 

The three Witnesses were subsequently set apart by the First Presi¬ 
dency to ordain the Twelve. After the Three Witnesses had ordained the 
Twelve “to the apostleship,” the First Presidency then laid their hands on 
the Twelve and confirmed the blessings and ordinations (from Heber C. 
Kimball’s journal, published in Tl?S, vol. 6, #7, April 15, 1845, p. 868).

The dedicatory prayers of the temples are inspired statements and sup¬ 
plications. The following selections illustrate important points of LDS doc¬ 
trine, especially related to the nature and importance of temples. The first 
LDS Temple in Kirtland, Ohio, was dedicated by the Prophet Joseph Smith 
and because the entire text is given as Doctrine and Covenants section 109, 
it is not included in this Appendix. Spelling and punctuation of the printed 
sources are preserved. 


St. George Temple (First Temple in Utah) 

Dedicatory prayer by President Daniel II. Wells, April 6, 1877 

We thank Thee, O Lord, that Thy people . . . have been enabled to 
gather together the materials of which this building is composed; to put 
together and erect the same, even a Temple, which we dedicate and now 
consecrate to Thee that it may be holy unto Thee the Lord our God, for 
sacred and holy purposes and that the blessing, even life for evermore, may 
be commanded here from heaven, even from Thy presence, and may flow 
through the ordinances which appertain unto Thy holy place, unto us Thy 
children. We pray that the blessings pertaining to our eternal salvation and 
to the establishing of Thy Kingdom upon this, Thine earth, may be poured 
out upon Thy holy Priesthood and Thy people, who shall worship and offici¬ 
ate in this Thy Holy House. . . . 

We pray that Thy blessing may attend those of Thy servants who admin¬ 
ister and who may officiate in the ordinances that may be performed therein 
in behalf of Thy people, and in behalf of those our progenitors, our relatives 
and friends, who have gone before us to the spirit world, so far as we may be 
enabled and permitted to officiate for them. We dedicate also to Thee the 
rooms of this building. ..for the purposes for which they may be used, by the 
Priesthood, for prayer, for worship, for councils or meetings, or for adminis¬ 
tering the Holy Ordinances of Thy House, that they may be holy unto Thee, 
the Lord Our God. . . . 

Accept, O God, of this tribute of our hearts, and let Thy peace and 
blessing dwell and abide here in this Holy Temple, which we now, with 
uplifted hearts and hands, present and consecrate and dedicate entire as a 
sacred offering unto Thee for Thine acceptance. May it stand as a monument 
of purity and holiness as long as the earth shall remain, commemorative of 
Thy great goodness toward us, Thy People, and Thy name shall have the 
honor, the praise and glory, for we ask all in Jesus’ name, and unto Thee and 
our blessed Lord and Savior, and to the Holy Spirit be all power, might and 
dominion worlds without end. Amen. [N. B. Lundwall, Temples of the Most 
High, pp. 79-83, Salt Lake City, 1947.] 
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Salt Lake Temple 


Dedicated by President Wilford Woodruff, April 6, 1893 

We thank Thee, O Thou Great Eloheim, that Thou didst raise up Thy 
servant, Joseph Smith through the loins of Abraham, Isaac and Jacob, and 
made him a Prophet, Seer, and Revelator, and through the assistance and 
administrations of angels from heaven Thou didst enable him to bring forth 
the Book of Mormon, the stick of Joseph, in the hand of Ephraim, in fulfill¬ 
ment of the prophecies of Isaiah and other prophets, which record has been 
translated and published in many languages. We also thank Thee, our Father 
in heaven, that Thou didst inspire Thy servant and give him power on the 
earth to organize Thy Church in this goodly land in all its fullness, power and 
glory, with Apostles, Prophets, Pastors and Teachers with all the gifts and 
graces belonging thereto and all this by the power of the Aaronic and Mel- 
chizedek Priesthood, which Thou didst bestow upon him by the administra¬ 
tion of holy angels, who held that Priesthood in the days of the Savior. We 
thank Thee, our God, that Thou didst enable Thy servant Joseph to build 
two Temples, in which ordinances were administered for the living and the 
dead; that he also lived to send the Gospel to the nations of the earth and to 
the islands of the sea, and labored exceedingly until he was martyred for the 
word of God and the testimony of Jesus Christ. 

We also thank Thee, O our Father in Heaven, that Thou didst raise up 
Thy servant Brigham Young, who held the keys of the Priesthood on the 
earth for many years, and who led Thy people to these valleys of the moun¬ 
tains, and laid the corner-stone of this great Temple. . . . 

O Lord, we regard with intense and indescribable feelings the comple¬ 
tion of this sacred house. Deign to accept this the fourth Temple which Thy 
covenant children have been assisted by Thee in erecting in these moun¬ 
tains. In past ages Thou didst inspire with Thy Holy Spirit Thy servants, the 
prophets, to speak of the time in the latter days when the mountain of the 
Lord’s house should be established in the tops of the mountains, and should 
be exalted above the hills. We thank Thee that we have had the glorious 
opportunity of contributing to the fulfillment of these visions of Thine an¬ 
cient Seers, and that Thou hast condescended to permit us to take part in the 
great work. And as this portion of Thy servants’ words has thus so marvel¬ 
ously been brought to pass, we pray Thee, with increased faith and renewed 
hope, that all their words with regard to Thy great work in gathering Thine 
Israel and building up Thy kingdom on earth in the last days may be as 
amply fulfilled, and that, O Lord, speedily. . . . 

And today we dedicate the whole [temple] unto Thee, with all that 
pertains unto it, that it may be holy in Thy sight; that it may be a house of 
prayer, a house of praise and of worship; that Thy glory may rest upon it; that 
Thy holy presence may be continually in it; that it may be the abode of Thy 
Well-Beloved Son, our Savior; that the angels who stand before Thy face 
may be the hallowed messengers who shall visit it, bearing to us Thy wishes 
and Thy will, that it may be sanctified and consecrated in all its parts holy 
unto Thee, the God of Israel, the Almighty Ruler of Mankind. And we pray 
Thee that all people who may enter upon the threshold of this, Thine House, 
may feel Thy power and be constrained to acknowledge that Thou hast sanc¬ 
tified it, that it is Thy House, a place of Thy holiness. . . . 
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O Thou God of our fathers Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, whose God Thou 
delightest to be called, we thank Thee with all the fervor of overflowing 
gratitude that Thou hast revealed the powers by which the hearts of the 
children are being turned to their fathers, and the hearts of the fathers to the 
children, that the sons of men, in all their generations can be made partakers 
of the glories and joys of the kingdom of heaven. Confirm upon us the spirit 
of Elijah, we pray Thee, that we may thus redeem our dead and also connect 
ourselves with our fathers who have passed behind the veil, and furthermore 
seal up our dead to come forth in the first resurrection, that we who dwell on 
the earth may be bound to those who dwell in heaven. We thank Thee for 
their sake who have finished their work in mortality, as well as for our own, 
that the prison doors have been opened, that deliverance has been pro¬ 
claimed to the captive, and the bonds have been loosened from those who 
were bound. We praise Thee that our fathers from last to first, from now, 
back to the beginning, can be united with us in indissoluble links, welded by 
the Holy Priesthood and that as one great family united in Thee and ce¬ 
mented by Thy power, we shall together stand before Thee, and by the 
power of the atoning blood of Thy Son be delivered from all evil, be saved 
and sanctified, exalted and glorified. Wilt Thou also permit holy messengers 
to visit us within these sacred walls and make known unto us with regard to 
the work we should perform in behalf of our dead. And, as Thou has inclined 
the hearts of many who have not yet entered into covenant with Thee to 
search out their progenitors, and in so doing they have traced the ancestry of 
many of Thy Saints, we pray Thee that Thou wilt increase this desire in their 
bosoms, that they may in this way aid in the accomplishment of Thy work. 
Bless them, we pray Thee, in their labors, that they may not fall into errors 
in preparing their genealogies; and furthermore, we ask Thee to open before 
them new avenues of information and place in their hands the records of the 
past, that their work may not only be correct but complete also. . . . 

And now, our Father, we bless Thee, we praise Thee, we glorify Thee, 
we worship Thee, day by day we magnify Thee, and give Thee thanks for 
Thy great goodness towards us, Thy children, and we pray Thee, in the 
name of Thy Son Jesus Christ, our Savior, to hear these our humble peti¬ 
tions, and answer us from heaven, Thy holy dwelling place where Thou 
sittest enthroned in glory, might, majesty, and dominion, and with an in¬ 
finitude of power which we, Thy mortal creatures, cannot imagine, much 
less comprehend.

Hawaii Temple (First Outside of North America) 


Dedicated by President Heber J. Grant, November 27, 1919 

We thank Thee, O God, the Eternal Father, that Thou and Thy Son, 
Jesus Christ, didst visit the boy, Joseph Smith, Jr., and that he was in¬ 
structed by Thee and Thy beloved Son. 

We thank Thee that Thou didst send Thy servant, John the Baptist, and 
that he did lay his hands upon Joseph Smith and Oliver Cowdery and ordain 
them to the Aaronic, or Lesser, Priesthood. 
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We thank Thee for sending Thy servants Peter, James and John, Apos¬ 
tles of the Lord Jesus Christ who ministered with the Savior in the flesh and 
after His crucifixion, and that they did ordain Thy servants Joseph Smith and 
Oliver Cowdery apostles of the Lord Jesus Christ, and bestowed upon them 
the Holy Melchizedek Priesthood, by which Authority and Apostleship we 
do dedicate unto Thee, this day, this holy edifice. 

We thank Thee for the integrity and devotion of Thy servants, the 
Prophet and the Patriarch, Joseph Smith and Hyrum Smith. We thank Thee 
that they labored all the days of their lives, from the time of the restitution of 
the Gospel of Jesus Christ until the day of their martyrdom, and that they 
sealed their testimony with their blood. . . . 

We thank Thee that the plates containing the Book of Mormon were 
preserved so that they could be translated, and that Thy words to the 
Prophet Joseph Smith might be fulfilled; namely, That the Lamanites might 
come to the knowledge of their fathers, and that they might know the prom¬ 
ises of the Lord, and that they may believe the Gospel and rely upon the 
merits of Jesus Christ, and be glorified through faith in His name, and that 
through their repentance, they might be saved. 

We thank Thee, that thousands and tens of thousands of the descen¬ 
dants of Lehi, in this favored land, have come to a knowledge of the gospel, 
many of whom have endured faithfully to the end of their lives. We thank 
Thee, our Father and our God, that those who are living and who have 
embraced the gospel are now to have the privilege of entering into this holy 
house and laboring for the salvation of the souls of their ancestors. . . . 

We also thank Thee for sending Thy servants, Moses, and Elias, and 
Elijah, to the Kirtland temple, and delivering to Thy servants, Joseph and 
Oliver the keys of every dispensation of the gospel of Jesus Christ from the 
days of Father Adam down to the present dispensation, which is the dispen¬ 
sation of the fulness of times. 

We thank Thee, that Elijah has appeared and that the prophecy of Thy 
servant Malachi, that the hearts of the fathers should be turned to the chil¬ 
dren, and the hearts of the children to the fathers, lest the earth be smitten 
with a curse, has been fulfilled in our day, and that our hearts in very deed, 
go out to our fathers; and we rejoice beyond our ability to express that we 
can, through the ordinances of the gospel of Jesus Christ, become saviors of 
our ancestors. . . . 

. . . We have dedicated this House unto Thee, by virtue of the Priest¬ 
hood of the Living God which we hold, and we most earnestly pray that this 
sacred building may be a place in which Thou shalt delight to pour out Thy 
Holy Spirit in great abundance, and in which Thy Son may see fit to manifest 
Himself and to instruct Thy servants. In the name of Jesus Christ, our Re¬ 
deemer. Amen and Amen. [Lundwall, Temples of the Most High , pp. 151— 
59, Salt Lake City, 1947.] 


Swiss Temple (First Temple in Europe) 

Dedicated by President David O. McKay, September 11, 1955 

O Father, we sense that the crying need of the world today is accep¬ 
tance of Jesus Christ and his Gospel to counteract false teachings that now 
disturb the peace of honest men and women, and which undermine the faith 
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of millions whose belief in Thee has been faltering and unstable, because 
they have not yet had presented unto them the eternal Plan of Salvation. 

Guide us, O God, in our efforts to hasten the day when humanity will 
renounce contention and strife, when nation shall not lift up sword against 
nation, neither shall they learn war any more. 

To this end bless the leaders of nations that their hearts may be cleared 
of prejudices, suspicion, and avarice, and filled with a desire for peace and 
righteousness. 

As one means of uniting the children in the bond of peace and love, this 
Temple and other Holy Houses of the Lord are erected in thy Name. 

Help Thy people to realize that only by Obedience to the eternal princi¬ 
ples and ordinances of the Gospel may loved ones who died without baptism 
be permitted the glorious privilege of entrance into the Kingdom of God. 
Increase our desire, O Father, to put forth even greater effort toward the 
consummation of Thy purpose to bring to pass the immortality and eternal 
life of all thy children. This edifice is one more means to aid in bringing 
about this divine consummation. . . . 

May this building ever be held sacred, that all who enter may feel a 
peaceful and hallowed influence, and may those who pass the grounds 
whether members or non-members of the Church feel a hallowed influence 
and substitute for a doubt or possible sneer in their minds, a prayer in their 
hearts. 

Now, O God, Our Heavenly Eternal Father, the faithful membership of 
thy Church, through love for Thee and thy children, have erected to Thee 
by tithes and offerings this Holy House in which shall be performed ordi¬ 
nances and ceremonies pertaining to the happiness and salvation of thy chil¬ 
dren living in mortality and in the Spirit World. 

Accept of our offering, hallow it by Thy Holy Spirit and protect it from 
destructive elements and the bitterness of ignorance and wickedness of big¬ 
oted hearts until its divine purposes shall have been consummated; and 
Thine be the glory, honor, and praise forever, through Jesus Christ, our 
Lord and Savior, Amen and Amen!

London Temple 

Dedicated by President David O. McKay, September 7, 1958 

O God, our Heavenly Father, Thou who hast created all things, whose 
Plans Infinite and Progressive, ever serve to foster closer relationship be¬ 
tween Thee and the human family. We, Thy children assemble before Thee 
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this day in gratitude and praise. Thou hast said that Thy work and Thy Glory 
is “to bring to pass the immortality and eternal life of man.” 

Therefore, human beings are engaged in life’s highest activity when 
they cooperate with Thee in bringing about this consummation. . . . Temples 
are but one means of man’s cooperation with Thee in accomplishing this 
divine purpose. . . . 

When in the Middle Ages the Church departed from Christ’s teachings, 
Thou didst inspire honest, upright men here in Great Britain to raise their 
voices against corrupt practices. Mingling with the denunciatory messages of 
Luther and Melanchthon in Germany, and Zwingli in Switzerland, were the 
voices of George Wishart, and later John Knox of Scotland. We thank Thee 
that before the scorching flames silenced his tongue and reduced his body to 
ashes Thou didst permit George Wishart to glimpse that: “This Realm shall 
be illuminated with the light of Christ’s Evangel as clearly as ever was any 
Realm since the days of the Apostles. The house of God shall be budded in 
it; yea, it shall not lack the very capstone.” 

Much clearer was the inspiration given President Wilford Woodruff, 
and President Joseph F. Smith, and other more recent Apostles, who stated 
prophetically that: “Temples of God . . . will be erected in the divers coun¬ 
tries of the earth,” and that “Temples will appear all over the land of Jo¬ 
seph—North and South America—and also in Europe and elsewhere; and 
all the descendants of Shem, Ham, and Japheth, who received not the Gos¬ 
pel in the flesh, must be officiated for in the temples of God, before the 
Savior can present the kingdom to the Father, saying, Tt is finished.”

Provo Utah Temple 

Dedicated by President Harold B. Lee, February 9, 1972

Washington [D.C.] Temple 

Dedicated by President Spencer W. Kimball, November 19, 1974 

Father, we are concerned with the political world of today, and that 
nations seem to need only the lighting of a match to bring war and desolation 
and destruction. Bless, we pray Thee, the leaders of nations, that they may 
rule wisely and righteously, and give Thy people freedom to worship Thee in 
truth and righteousness. Stay the powers, our Father, that would bring us to 
the brink of annihilation. . . . 

Our Gracious Father, there are national gates which seemingly need to 
be unlocked and doors that need to be opened, and hearts of kings, presi¬ 
dents, emperors, and ministers, which need to be softened, that they may 
permit the gospel to be taken to their people. 

Our Father, bless the countless millions in the world, that they may 
receive Thy truth, and bless the missionaries on whom the sun never sets, 
that nothing will prevail against them in their faithful presentation of Thy 
gospel to the world, and bless especially, our Father, the children of Thy 
people in overseas countries, that they may devote their sons to this holy 
work. Wherein we have failed, help us to see our duties; wherein we have 
been prevented, open the doors, we pray, and swing the gates wide open 
and let Thy servants cover the earth with their testimonies. [Church News, 
p. 5, November 23, 1974.]

Dedicated by President Gordon B. Hinckley, December 2, 1983 

Bless thy saints in this great land and those from other lands who will 
use this temple. Most have in their veins the blood of Father Lehi. Thou 
hast kept thine ancient promise.

Appendix 12 

The Wentworth Letter 

The Prophet Joseph Smith explained the origin of the wentworth letter 
as follows: 

At the request of Mr. John Wentworth, Editor and Proprietor of the 
Chicago Democrat, I have written the following sketch of the rise, prog¬ 
ress, persecution, and faith of the Latter-day Saints, of which I have the 
honor, under God, of being the founder. Mr. Wentworth says that he 
wishes to furnish Mr. Bastow [Barstow?], a friend of his, who is writing 
the history of New Hampshire, with this document. As Mr. Bastow has 
taken the proper steps to obtain correct information, all that I shall ask 
at his hands, is, that he publish the account entire, ungarnished, and 
without misrepresentation. [Times and Seasons, III, #9, p. 706.] 

Following is the complete text of the letter as published in the Tunes 
and Seasons, III, 9, 706-710, March 1, 1842, Nauvoo, Illinois. (Original 
spelling and punctuation are preserved; however, obvious errors are cor¬ 
rected in brackets.) 

I was born in the town of Sharon Windsor co., Vermont, on the 23d 
of December, A.D. 1805. When ten years old my parents removed to 
Palmyra New York, where we resided about four years, and from thence 
we removed to the town of Manchester. 

My father was a farmer and taught me the art of husbandry. When 
about fourteen years of age, I began to reflect upon the importance of 
being prepared for a future state, and upon inquiring the plan of salva¬ 
tion, I found that there was a great clash in religious sentiment; if I went 
to one society they referred me to one plan, and another to another; 
each one pointing to his own particular creed as the summum bonum of 
perfection: considering that all could not be right, and that God could 
not be the author of so much confusion I determined to investigate the 
subject more fully, believing that if God had a church it would not be 
split up into factions, and that if he taught one society to worship one 
way, and administer in one set of ordinances, he would not teach an¬ 
other, principles which were diametrically opposed. Believing the word 
of God I had confidence in the declaration of James; “If any man lack 
wisdom let him ask of God who giveth to all men liberally and 
upbraideth not and it shall be given him,” I retired to a secret place in 
a grove and began to call upon the Lord, while fervently engaged in 
supplication my mind was taken away from the objects with which I was 
surrounded, and I was enwrapped in a heavenly vision, and saw two 
glorious personages, who exactly resembled each other in features and 
likeness, surrounded with a brilliant light which eclipsed the sun at 
noon-day. They told me that all religious denominations were believing 
in incorrect doctrines, and that none of them was acknowledged of God 
as his Church and kingdom. And I was expressly commanded to “go not 
after them, ” at the same time receiving a promise that the fulness of the 
Gospel should at some future time be made known unto me. 
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On the evening on the 21st of September, A.D. 1823, while I was 
praying unto God, and endeavoring to exercise faith in the precious 
promises of scripture on a sudden a light like that of day, only of a far 
purer and more glorious appearance and brightness burst into the 
room, indeed the first sight was as though the house was filled with 
consuming fire; the appearance produced a shock that affected the 
whole body; in a moment a personage stood before me surrounded with 
a glory yet greater than that with which I was already surrounded. This 
messenger proclaimed himself to be an angel of God, sent to bring the 
joyful tidings, that the covenant which God made with ancient Israel 
was at hand to be fulfilled, that the preparatory work for the second 
coming of the Messiah was speedily to commence; that the time was at 
hand for the gospel in all its fulness to be preached in power, unto all 
nations that a people might be prepared for the millennial reign. 

I was informed that I was chosen to be an instrument in the hands 
of God to bring about some of his purposes in this glorious dispensation. 

I was also informed concerning the aboriginal inhabitants of this 
country, and shown who they were, and from whence they came; a brief 
sketch of their origin, progress, civilization, laws, governments, of their 
righteousness and iniquity, and the blessings of God being finally with¬ 
drawn from them as a people, was made known unto me; I was also told 
where were deposited some plates on which were engraven an abridg¬ 
ment of the records of the ancient prophets that had existed on this 
continent. The angel appeared to me three times the same night and 
unfolded the same things. After having received many visits from the 
angels of God unfolding the majesty, and glory of the events that should 
transpire in the last days, on the morning of the 22d of September, A. D. 
1827, the angel of the Lord delivered the records into my hands. 

These records were engraven on plates which had the appearance 
of gold, each plate was six inches wide and eight inches long, and not 
quite so thick as common tin. They were filled with engravings, in 
Egyptian characters and bound together in a volume as the leaves of a 
book with three rings running through the whole. The volume was 
something near six inches in thickness, a part of which was sealed. The 
characters on the unsealed part were small, and beautifully engraved. 
The whole book exhibited many marks of antiquity in its construction 
and much skill in the art of engraving. With the records was found a 
curious instrument which the ancients called “Urim and Thummim,” 
which consisted of two transparent stones set in the rim of a bow fas¬ 
tened to a breast plate. 

Through the medium of the Urim and Thummim I translated the 
record by the gift and power of God. 

In this important and interesting book the history of ancient Amer¬ 
ica is unfolded, from its first settlement by a colony that came from the 
Tower of Babel, at the confusion of languages to the beginning of the 
fifth century of the Christian era. We are informed by these records that 
America in ancient times has been inhabited by two distinct races of 
people. The first were called Jaredites, and came directly from the 
tower of Babel. The second race came directly from the city of Jerusa¬ 
lem, about six hundred years before Christ. They were principally Isra¬ 
elites, of the descendants of Joseph. The Jaredites were destroyed about 
the time that the Israelites came from Jerusalem, who succeeded them 
in the inheritance of the country. The principal nation of the second 
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race fell in battle towards the close of the fourth century. The remnant 
are the Indians that now inhabit this country. This book also tells us that 
our Saviour made his appearance upon this continent after his resurrec¬ 
tion, that he planted the gospel here in all its fulness, and richness, and 
power, and blessing; that they had apostles, prophets, pastors, teach¬ 
ers, and evangelists; the same order, the same priesthood, the same 
ordinances, gifts, powers, and blessings, as was enjoyed on the eastern 
continent, that the people were cut off in consequence of their trans¬ 
gressions, that the last of their prophets who existed among them was 
commanded to write an abridgment of their prophecies, history, &c., 
and to hide it up in the earth, and that it should come forth and be 
united with the bible for the accomplishment of the purposes of God in 
the last days. For a more particular account I would refer to the Book of 
Mormon, which can be purchased at Nauvoo, or from any of our travel¬ 
ing elders. 

As soon as the news of this discovery was made known, false re¬ 
ports, misrepresentation and slander flew as on the wings of the wind, 
in every direction, the house was frequently beset by mobs, and evil 
designing persons, several times I was shot at, and very narrowly es¬ 
caped, and every device was made use of to get the plates away from 
me, but the power and blessing of God attended me, and several began 
to believe my testimony. 

On the 6th of April, 1830, the “Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
Day Saints, ” was first organized in the town of Manchester, Ontario co., 
[Fayette, Seneca County] state of New York. Some few were called and 
ordained by the Spirit of revelation, and prophecy, and began to preach 
as the spirit gave them utterance, and though weak, yet were they 
strengthened by the power of God, and many were brought to repen¬ 
tance, were immersed in the water, and were filled with the Holy Ghost 
by the laying on of hands. They saw visions and prophesied, devils were 
cast out, and the sick healed by the laying on of hands. From that time 
the work rolled forth with astonishing rapidity, and churches were soon 
formed in the states of New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, 
and Missouri; in the last named state a considerable settlement was 
formed in Jackson co.; numbers joined the Church and we were increas¬ 
ing rapidly; we made large purchases of land, our farms teemed with 
plenty, and peace and happiness was enjoyed in our domestic circle and 
throughout our neighborhood; but as we could not associate with our 
neighbors who were, many of them, of the basest of men, and had fled 
from the face of civilized society, to the frontier country to escape the 
hand of justice, in their midnight revels, their sabbath breaking, horse¬ 
racing and gambling; they commenced at first ridicule, then to perse¬ 
cute and finally an organized mob assembled and burned our houses, 
tarred, and feathered, and whipped many of our brethren and finally 
drove them from their habitations; who, houseless, and homeless, con¬ 
trary to law, justice and humanity, had to wander on the bleak prairies 
till the children left the tracks of their blood on the prairie, this took 
place in the month of November, and they had no other covering but 
the canopy of heaven, in this inclement season of the year; this proceed¬ 
ing was winked at by the government, and although we had warrantee 
deeds for our land, and had violated no law we could obtain no redress. 

There were many sick, who were thus inhumanly driven from their 
houses, and had to endure all this abuse and to seek homes where they 
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could be found. The result was, that a great many of them being de¬ 
prived of the comforts of life, and the necessary attendances, died; 
many children were left orphans, wives, widows and husbands, widow¬ 
ers. Our farms were taken possession of by the mob, many thousands of 
cattle, sheep, horses and hogs were taken and our household goods, 
store goods, and printing press and type were broken, taken, or other¬ 
wise destroyed. 

Many of our brethren removed to Clay where they continued until 
1836, three years; there was no violence offered, but there were 
threatenings of violence. But in the summer of 1836 these threatenings 
began to assume a more serious form; from threats, public meetings 
were called, resolutions were passed, vengeance and destruction were 
threatened, and affairs again assumed a fearful attitude, Jackson County 
was a sufficient precedent, and as the authorities in that county did not 
interfere, they boasted that they would not in this, which on application 
to the authorities we found to be too true, and after much violence, 
privation and loss of property we were again driven from our homes. 

We next settled in Caldwell, and Daviess counties, where we made 
large and extensive settlements, thinking to free ourselves from the 
power of oppression, by settling in new counties, with very few inhabit¬ 
ants in them; but here we were not allowed to live in peace, but in 1838 
we were again attacked by mobs, an exterminating order was issued by 
Gov. Boggs, and under the sanction of law an organized banditti ranged 
through the country, robbed us of our cattle, sheep, hogs, &c\, many of 
our people were murdered in cold blood, the chastity of our women was 
violated, and we were forced to sign away our property at the point of 
the sword, and after enduring every indignity that could be heaped 
upon us by an inhuman, ungodly band of marauders, from twelve to 
fifteen thousand souls, men, women, and children were driven from 
their own fire sides, and from lands that they had warrantee deeds of, 
houseless, friendless, and homeless (in the depths of winter,) to wander 
as exiles on the earth or to seek an asylum in a more genial clime, and 
among a less barbarous people. 

Many sickened and died, in consequence of the cold, and hard¬ 
ships they had to endure; many wives were left widows, and children 
orphans, and destitute. It would take more time than is allotted me here 
to describe the injustice, the wrongs, the murders, the bloodshed, the 
theft, misery and woe that have been caused by the barbarous, inhu¬ 
man, and lawless proceedings of the state of Missouri. 

In the situation before alluded to we arrived in the state of Illinois 
in 1839, where we found a hospitable people and a friendly home; a 
people who were willing to be governed by the principles of law and 
humanity. We have commenced to build a city called “Nauvoo,” in 
Hancock co., we number from six to eight thousand here, besides vast 
numbers in the county around and in almost every county of the state. 
We have a city charter granted us and charter for a legion the troops of 
which now number 1500. We have also a charter for a university, for an 
agricultural and manufacturing society, have our own laws and adminis¬ 
trators, and possess all the privileges that other free and enlightened 
citizens enjoy. 

Persecution has not stopped the progress of truth, but has only 
added fuel to the flame, it has spread with increasing rapidity, proud of 
the cause which they have espoused, and conscious of our innocence. 
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and of the truth of their system, amidst calumny and reproach have the 
elders of this church gone forth, and planted the gospel in almost every 
state in the Union; it has penetrated our cities, it has spread over our 
villages, and has caused thousands of our intelligent, noble, and patri¬ 
otic citizens to obey its divine mandates, and be governed by its sacred 
truths. It has also spread into England, Ireland, Scotland, and Wales: in 
the year of 1839 [1840] where a few of our missionaries were sent, and 
over five thousand joined the standard of truth; there are numbers now 
joining in every land. 

Our missionaries are going forth to different nations, and in Ger¬ 
many, Palestine, New Holland, the East Indies, and other places, the 
standard of truth has been erected; no unhallowed hand can stop the 
work from progressing; persecutions may rage, mobs may combine, 
armies may assemble, calumny may defame, but the truth of God will 
go forth boldly, nobly, and independent, till it has penetrated every 
continent, visited every clime, swept every country, and sounded in 
every ear, till the purposes of God shall be accomplished and the great 
Jehovah shall say the work is done. 

We believe in God the Eternal Father, and in his son Jesus Christ, 
and in the Holy Ghost. 

We believe that men will be punished for their own sins and not for 
Adam’s transgression. 

We believe that through the atonement of Christ all mankind may 
he saved by obedience to the laws and ordinances of the Gospel. 

We believe that these ordinances are: 1st, Faith in the Lord Jesus 
Christ; 2d, Repentance; 3d, Baptism by immersion for the remission of 
sins; 4th, Laying on of hands for the gift of the Holy Ghost. 

We believe that a man must be called of God by “prophesy and by 
the laying on hands” by those who are in authority to preach the gospel 
and administer in the ordinances thereof. 

We believe in the same organization that existed in the primitive 
Church, viz: apostles, prophets, pastors, teachers, evangelists &c. 

We believe in the gift of tongues, prophecy, revelation, visions, 
healing, interpretation of tongues, &c. 

We believe the Bible to be the word of God as far as it is translated 
correctly; we also believe the Book of Mormon to be the word of God. 

We believe all that God has revealed, all that he does now reveal, 
and we believe that he will yet reveal many great and important things 
pertaining to the kingdom of God. 

We believe in the literal gathering of Israel and in the restoration of 
the Ten Tribes. That Zion will be built upon this continent. That Christ 
will reign personally upon the earth, and that the earth will be renewed 
and receive its paradasaic glory. 

We claim the privilege of worshiping Almighty God according to 
the dictates of our conscience, and allow all men the same privilege let 
them worship how, where, or what they may. 

We believe in being subject to kings, presidents, rulers and magis¬ 
trates, in obeying honoring, and sustaining the law. 

We believe in being honest, true, chaste, benevolent, virtuous, 
and in doing good to all men; indeed we may say that we follow the 
admonition of Paul, “we believe all things, we hope all things,” we have 
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endured many things, and hope to be able to endure all things. If there 
is anything virtuous, lovely, or of good report, or praiseworthy, we seek 
after these things. Respectfully, &c.,

Glossary 


The following words are frequently encountered when reading or listening 
to discussions about The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints. Entries 
marked with an asterisk have a separate article in the Encyclopedia. 


Aaronic Priesthood* The lesser priesthood of the 
Church, consisting of the offices of deacon, 
teacher, priest, and bishop. Holders of this 
priesthood attend to temporal affairs of the 
Church (cf. Melchizedek Priesthood). 

active in the Church Refers to regular attendance 
at meetings, observance of the principles of the 
gospel, and acceptance of Church callings. 

Adam* The first man. Latter-day Saints view him 
as one of the greatest and noblest of all men. 

Adamic language* A perfect spoken and written 
language given by God to Adam. 

Adam-ondi-Ahman* The place (in what is now 
Daviess County, Missouri) where Adam gath¬ 
ered and blessed his posterity before his death; a 
locale where a future priesthood meeting will be 
held just previous to Christ s second coming. 

added upon A phrase indicating that the faithful 
receive additional blessings in the life to follow. 
Those who were faithful in premortal life had 
blessings “added upon” them in mortality. 
Those who are faithful in this life will have “glory 
added upon their heads for ever and ever” (Abr. 
3:26). 

administer To perform an ordinance, such as 
anointing the sick with oil or saying the set pray¬ 
ers to bless the bread and water of the sacra¬ 
ment. 

agency* (often called free agency) The granted 
right to choose good or evil, and the responsibil¬ 
ity for the choices made. 

age of accountability The age at which a child be¬ 
comes personally responsible for motives, atti¬ 
tudes, desires, and actions. Designated by reve¬ 
lation to begin at eight years of age (D&C 68:25). 

Ancestral File™* A computerized system of gene¬ 
alogical information that links names of individu¬ 


als into pedigrees, showing their ancestors and 
descendants. 

Ancient of Days A term used in Daniel 7:9, identi¬ 
fied by revelation to Joseph Smith as Adam. 

angel, fallen Specifically, the devil.* Generally, all 
who followed the devil in the premortal exis¬ 
tence. 

angels* Literally, messengers; usually referring to 
messengers from God. 

anointing(s) The placing of a drop or two of conse¬ 
crated olive oil on a person s head as part of a 
special blessing, under the direction of the Mel¬ 
chizedek Priesthood. 

apostates* Members who seriously oppose or ig¬ 
nore cardinal teachings of the Church, publicly 
or privately. 

apostle* An office in the Melchizedek Priesthood; 
usually a member of the Quorum of the Twelve 
Apostles. 

apostolic Church The Church presided over by the 
Twelve Apostles following the resurrection and 
ascension of Jesus Christ. 

area* A geographical ecclesiastical unit of the 
Church consisting of several regions and pre¬ 
sided over by a president, who is a General 
Authority. 

archives A general description for the record¬ 
keeping facilities of the Church in Salt Lake 
City. The archives hold a wide variety of rec¬ 
ords, including Church membership informa¬ 
tion, historical accounts, and the largest collec¬ 
tion of genealogical data in the world. 

Articles of Faith* Thirteen concise statements of 
LDS belief written by Joseph Smith in the 
Wentworth Letter.* 
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assistants to the twelve* Persons who at one time 
in the Church were specifically called to be Gen¬ 
eral Authorities to assist the Quorum of the 
Twelve Apostles. 

authority* Duly conferred priesthood power or 
delegated responsibility associated with position 
or function. 

auxiliary organizations* The Primary (children), 
Relief Society (adult women), Sunday School, 
and Young Men and Young Women organiza¬ 
tions of the Church. Auxiliary organizations exist 
primarily to assist the priesthood government of 
the Church. 

Babylon A term symbolic of worldliness. 

baptism for the dead* The practice of vicarious 
baptism for the deceased. 

bear testimony To express one’s personal convic¬ 
tions of the truthfulness of the gospel of Jesus 
Christ. 

bear the priesthood To possess or hold duly con¬ 
ferred priesthood authority. 

beehive symbol* A logo representing industry and 
harmony, appearing frequently on objects asso¬ 
ciated with the LDS Church and Utah. 

beyond the veil A metaphorical expression for the 
spirit world or for life after death. 

bind on earth, bind in heaven Through the priest¬ 
hood sealing power, to make an ordinance per¬ 
formed on earth valid throughout eternity. 

bishop* A priesthood office whose bearer has been 
ordained and set apart to preside over a ward. 

bishop’s court A term used until recent years to 
indicate a disciplinary council conducted by a 
bishop. 

bishopric* A bishop and his two counselors. 

board (general, auxiliary) A small group of Church 
members called to help leaders of Church auxil¬ 
iary organizations, such as Relief Society or Sun¬ 
day School, at both the stake and the general 
Church administrative levels. 

blood atonement* The doctrine that the shedding 
of blood atones for sin. 

Book of Abraham* Writings of Abraham, revealed 
to Joseph Smith. The Book of Abraham is one of 
the books in the Pearl of Great Price. 

Book of Commandments* The earliest published 
collection of revelations to Joseph Smith; a pre¬ 
decessor to the Doctrine and Covenants. 


Book of Mormon* An account of ancient inhabit¬ 
ants of the Western Hemisphere, recorded on 
gold plates and translated by Joseph Smith. The 
record contains both a history of the people and 
the fulness of the everlasting gospel as revealed 
by the Savior to the ancient inhabitants. 

Book of Moses* A record from the creation of the 
world and mankind to the flood at Noah’s time, 
revealed to Joseph Smith while he was translat¬ 
ing the Bible. Selections from the Book of Moses 
are now part of the Pearl of Great Price. 

book of remembrance* (1) A record begun by 
Adam and his immediate posterity; (2) a personal 
book containing genealogy and significant family 
history. 

born in the covenant* All children born to a cou¬ 
ple after they have been married (sealed) in a 
temple. 

branch* Generally the smallest organized congre¬ 
gation of Latter-day Saints. 

brass plates A record spoken of in the Book of 
Mormon, which was similar to the Old Testa¬ 
ment, written on plates of brass, containing 
many writings of the prophets (1 Ne. 5:10-16); 
brought by Lehi and his family to the Western 
Hemisphere. 

brethren (1) All male members of the Church; (2) 
“The Brethren,’’ a designation of the General 
Authorities of the Church. 

burning in the bosom A metaphorical description 
of the feeling that sometimes attends the envel¬ 
oping Spirit of the Lord, particularly when one 
understands God’s words through the influence 
of the Holy Ghost (Luke 24:32; D&C 9:3-8). 

callings* Invitations to accept an office or assign¬ 
ment; offices or assignments themselves. 

celestial kingdom* The highest of three degrees of 
glory in the kingdom of heaven. 

center place of Zion The “center place,’’ Indepen¬ 
dence, Missouri, the future site of the City of 
Zion (the New Jerusalem) and the temple (D&C 
57:3); sometimes incorrectly called “center 
stake.’’ 

chapel The room or hall in a Church meetinghouse 
used for worship services. 

child of God The Latter-day Saint belief that all 
persons are spirit children of God in the premor¬ 
tal existence and that this parent-child rela- 
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tionship continues on this earth and through 
eternity. 

Childrens Friend * The Church’s children’s maga¬ 
zine, 1902-1970. 

chosen people Specifically those selected by God 
for special responsibilities, often requiring ser¬ 
vice and sacrifice; participants in the covenant of 
the gospel. 

Church News * A weekly news supplement pub¬ 
lished by the Deseret News, the Church-owned 
newspaper. 

Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, The* 

The official name of the Church. 

church of the Firstborn* Those who are exalted or 
assured of receiving exaltation. 

collection of fast offerings The collection of volun¬ 
tary offerings on fast day, usually the first Sun¬ 
day of each month. 

Comforter* The scriptures speak of two Comfort¬ 
ers. The First Comforter is the Holy Ghost. The 
Second Comforter is Jesus Christ (John 14:lb- 
23; see also TPJS, pp. 150-51). 

common consent* The principle whereby Church 
members vote to sustain and approve those 
called to serve in the Church and decisions 
made by leaders. 

common judge The bishop of each ward, who has 
the responsibility to judge the spiritual and tem¬ 
poral condition of members of his ward. The 
stake president of each stake serves as a common 
judge for all members of his stake. 

companion, missionary A missionary’s partner. 
Missionaries in the Church always work in pairs. 

compassionate service* Aid or comfort rendered 
to others, in particular by members of the Relief 
Society. 

conference reports* The published proceedings of 
the general conferences of the Church. 

confirmation* The bestowal of the gift of the Holy 
Ghost to newly baptized members by holders of 
the Melchizedek Priesthood; also official recog¬ 
nition of Church membership. 

consecration, law of* A divine principle whereby 
men and women voluntarily dedicate their time, 
talents, and material wealth to the establishment 
and building up of God’s kingdom. 

convert (noun) A person who has chosen to join 
The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints 
by being baptized and confirmed. 


correlation* A process by which all programs of 
the Church are identified and placed in proper 
relationship to each other: teachings, organiza¬ 
tions, programs, meetings, and instructional 
materials. 

council in heaven* The meeting in the premortal 
life of the Godhead and spirits designated 
for this earth, in which the plan of salvation was 
presented. 

counselor A person called to serve as an adviser, 
assistant, and occasional substitute for an officer 
or leader in the Church. 

court (Church) A term formerly used to mean a 
Church disciplinary council. 

crickets (Mormon) A type of cricket that threat¬ 
ened the crops of early Mormon pioneers. The 
crops were saved when large flocks of seagulls 
came and devoured the crickets. 

Cumorah* (1) A hill in which the Book of Mormon 
prophet Mormon concealed sacred records be¬ 
fore the annihilation of his people; (2) the hill in 
New York State, near the town of Palmyra, 
where Joseph Smith unearthed the gold plates 
from which he translated the Book of Mormon. 

damnation* (1) The opposite of salvation; (2) to be 
stopped in one’s spiritual progress; (3) the suffer¬ 
ing of various degrees of penalty at the final 
judgment by those who have not accepted the 
gospel of Jesus Christ and repented of their sins. 

Danites* A small and briefly organized band of 
Mormon militia men in 1838 who became the 
source for anti-Mormon legends. 

deacon* An office in the Aaronic Priesthood. 

degrees of glory* The celestial, terrestrial, and 
telestial kingdoms in heaven. 

denying the Holy Ghost (1) In general terms, re¬ 
jecting a spiritual witness given by the Holy 
Ghost; (2) another term for blasphemy against 
the Ploly Ghost, which is an unpardonable sin. 

deseret* A Book of Mormon word meaning “honey 
bee,’’ often used in titles of LDS institutions or 
by businesses in areas with concentrated LDS 
populations. 

devils* Those spirits who chose to follow Lucifer 
in his revolt against God in the premortal 
existence. 

disciplinary procedures* The process of bringing a 
Church member before a priesthood officer or 
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disciplinary council to account for alleged trans¬ 
gressions against Church standards and to take 
necessary steps toward repentance. 

discussion (missionary term) A structured lesson 
on basic gospel principles presented to inter¬ 
ested nonmembers. 

disfellowshipment A disciplinary action against a 
Church member that severely restricts partici¬ 
pation in Church activity but falls short of ex- 
communication. 

dispensation (of the gospel, of the fulness of times) 
A period of time in which priesthood authority 
and keys are established among mankind. The 
present dispensation, the last before the second 
coming of Christ, is called the “fulness of times. ” 

distribution centers* Centrally located outlets 
from which Church publications and other sup¬ 
plies are distributed. 

district* (1) An ecclesiastical unit consisting of sev¬ 
eral branches of the Church in a geographic area 
where stakes are not organized; (2) a unit of orga¬ 
nization in missions, consisting of missionaries 
and presided over by an experienced missionary 
called the district leader. 

Doctrine and Covenants* A volume of Latter-day 
Saint scripture containing selected revelations 
given to Joseph Smith and his successors in the 
presidency of the Church. 

early morning seminary LDS religion courses for 
high school students offered before the normal 
school day begins. 

elder* An office in the Melchizedek Priesthood; a 
title designating a holder of this priesthood, a 
General Authority, or a male missionary. 

elder brother A name or title of Jesus Christ, the 
firstborn of all Heavenly Father’s spirit children. 

elders quorum A group consisting of men hold¬ 
ing the office of elder in the Melchizedek 
Priesthood. 

Elohim* God the Father. 

endowment* Ordinances of instruction and cove¬ 
nant performed by and for individuals in tem¬ 
ples. 

enduring to the end* The doctrine that converted 
individuals must continue to show their faith 
through good works till the end of mortal life. 

Enoch, book of A record kept by Enoch, yet to be 
revealed (D&C 107:57). 


Ensign * Since 1971, the official monthly periodical 
published by the Church. 

Ephraim* The son of Joseph who was sold into 
Egypt, and heir to the birthright. The patriar¬ 
chal blessings of many Latter-day Saints declare 
them to be of the lineage of Ephraim. 

eternal life* Exaltation in the highest degree of the 
celestial kingdom; often spoken of as “eternal 
lives.” 

eternal progression* Endless increase in glory and 
dominion. 

eternity A synonym for “endless” as contrasted to 
things of mortality. 

evangelist* The office of patriarch in the Mel¬ 
chizedek Priesthood. 

Eve* The first woman. Latter-day Saints view her 
as one of the greatest and noblest of all women. 

exaltation* Attainment of the highest degree of 
glory in the celestial kingdom. 

excommunication A disciplinary action against 
a Church member in which membership is 
withdrawn. 

family history, genealogy* Activity in the LDS 
Church that involves tracing one’s lineage and 
composing ancestral histories. 

Family History Library* The Church’s repository 
of genealogical and historical data, the largest of 
its kind in the world, with branch libraries in 
more than 1,400 stake centers. 

family home evening* A program in which families 
gather (usually on Monday evening) for family- 
centered spiritual training and social activities. 

Family Registry™ A service provided by the Fam¬ 
ily History Department of the Church to help 
people who are doing research on the same fam¬ 
ily lines to cooperate and share results. 

FamilySearch™ An automated computer system 
designed to simplify the task of family history 
research. 

fast offerings* Donations of at least the value of 
meals not eaten on fast Sunday, given to the 
bishop for the relief of the needy. 

Fast Sunday Usually the first Sunday of each 
month, on which Church members refrain from 
food or drink for two meals and donate the 
equivalent cost to the Church to assist the poor 
and needy. The sacrament meeting on each fast 
Sunday, called fast and testimony meeting, is 
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devoted to the voluntary bearing of testimony by 
members. 

fellowshipping members* The activity of encour¬ 
aging established Church members to help new 
or inactive members to participate in Church 
practices. 

firesides* Informal gatherings of Church members 
and friends, often in homes and usually on Sun¬ 
days, that feature a speaker or program of a spiri¬ 
tual theme. Occasionally Church wide firesides 
are held under the direction of the First Presi¬ 
dency. 

First Presidency* The President of the Church 
and his counselors; the highest ranking quorum 
in the Church. 

first principles and ordinances of the gospel* 

Faith in Jesus Christ, repentance, baptism by 
immersion in water for the remission of sins, and 
the laying on of hands for the gift of the Holy 
Ghost. 

First Vision* The initial appearance of God the 
Father and Jesus Christ to Joseph Smith in the 
spring of 1820 near Palmyra, New York, marking 
the beginning of the restoration of the gospel. 

following the brethren* Heeding the counsel of 
local and general leaders of the Church. 

food storage A supply of food necessary to sustain 
life for a year. Church leaders encourage mem¬ 
bers, where possible, to store food, cloth¬ 
ing, fuel, and other items in preparation for 
emergencies. 

foreordination* The doctrine that individuals were 
called and set apart in the premortal existence to 
perform certain roles in mortal life, should they 
so choose. 

free agency (See agency.) 

Friend, The * Since 1971, the Church periodical 
for children. 

fulness of the gospel* The doctrine, ordinances, 
authority, and organization necessary to enable 
individuals to attain salvation. 

Gabriel A person spoken of in Daniel 8:16 and 
Luke 1:11-19, identified as Noah by the 
Prophet Joseph Smith. 

garments* Sacred ceremonial undergarments as¬ 
sociated with temple covenants. 

General Authorities* Members of the presiding 
lay leadership of the Church: the First Presi¬ 


dency, Quorum of the Twelve Apostles, 
Quorums of the Seventy, and Presiding Bishop¬ 
ric. 

general conference General assemblies of Church 
members in Salt Lake City, regularly convened 
every April and October. 

Gentile(s)* According to the context in which it is 
used, the following meanings are possible for 
Latter-day Saints: (1) one not of the lineage of 
Israel; (2) a non-Latter-day Saint; (3) one who is 
not Jewish; (4) one who is not a Lamanite. 

gold plates* The anciently engraved metal plates 
from which Joseph Smith translated the Book of 
Mormon. 

gospel* The “good news” of redemption through 
Jesus Christ; the principles and ordinances of 
the plan of salvation. 

grace* Divine help given through the mercy of 
Jesus Christ. It is an enabling power that allows 
men and women to receive eternal life and exal¬ 
tation after they have expended their own best 
efforts. 

great and abominable church* All assemblies, 
congregations, or associations of people not au¬ 
thorized by God and that fight against God and 
his purposes 

heaven* (1) The dwelling place of God; (2) any 
kingdom of glory. 

hell* (1) The condition of misery one may feel after 
sinning; (2) the temporary dwelling place of the 
unrepentant till the judgment day. 

high council (high councilor)* A group of twelve 
high priests (and sometimes alternates) who help 
direct the affairs of a stake. 

high priest* An office in the Melchizedek 
Priesthood. 

Holy Ghost* The third member of the Godhead, a 
personage of Spirit. 

homemaking One of three areas of emphasis in the 
Relief Society of the Church. 

home teaching* A Church program in which 
priesthood holders regularly visit assigned 
homes of members. 

Improvement Era, The * An official publication of 
the Church, 1897-1970. 

Indian student placement* The practice of bring¬ 
ing LDS American Indian children to live in 
LDS homes during the school year. 
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Inspired Version of the Bible Another name for 
the Joseph Smith Translation of the Bible. 

institutes of religion* Weekday religious instruc¬ 
tion for students attending colleges, universi¬ 
ties, and other postsecondary schools. 

investigator (missionary term) A person who is in¬ 
terested in the Church and is receiving mission¬ 
ary instruction. 

iron rod An image from Lehi’s dream in the Book 
of Mormon, meaning “the word of God’’— 
suggesting straitness and security. 

Israel* (1) Members of the Church; (2) the Old 
Testament patriarch Jacob and his descendants. 

Jehovah* Another name for Jesus Christ, particu¬ 
larly in the Old Testament. 

Joseph Smith Translation of the Bible (JST)* The 
translation of the Bible by Joseph Smith, begun 
in 1830, which resulted in his receiving many 
doctrinal revelations. 

Journal of Discourses * A collection of sermons by 
LDS leaders, 1854-1886 (26 volumes); it is not 
an official source for Church doctrine. 

keys of the priesthood* The right to exercise or 
direct authority, perform ordinances, or to pre¬ 
side over a priesthood function, quorum, or 
Church organization. 

kingdom of God* (1) God’s dominion; (2) the 
Church; (3) the political government of God. 

Lamanites* (1) An Israelite people in the Book of 
Mormon, descendants of Joseph of Egypt 
through Lehi and Ishmael; (2) today, many 
American Indians. 

Latter-day Saint* A member of The Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints. 

laying on of hands* The placing of hands by those 
holding priesthood authority on the head of a 
member to confer authority, office, calling, or 
blessing. 

Levitical Priesthood* The lesser priesthood. ( See 
also Aaronic Priesthood.) 

Light of Christ.* The power of Christ infused in all 
creation. 

line of authority (1) A priesthood bearer’s “priest¬ 
hood lineage,” that is, a sequential listing of or¬ 
dinations tracing one’s own priesthood authority 
through priesthood leaders to the apostles and 
Jesus Christ. [See Appendix 10.] 


magnifying one’s calling* Measuring up to the du¬ 
ties to which one may be called. 

Manifesto of 1890* The pronouncement that the 
Church had officially ended the solemnization of 
new plural marriages. 

marriage, eternal* The doctrine that the bonds of 
marriage may continue into the eternities if a 
man and a woman are sealed in a temple and 
continue faithful to their covenants. 

martyrdom of Joseph and Hyrum Smith* The 

murder of Joseph and Hyrum Smith by a mob in 
Carthage, Illinois, on June 27, 1844. 

marvelous work and a wonder A reference to a 
prophecy oflsaiah (29:1-14) concerning the res¬ 
toration of the gospel and the coming forth of the 
Book of Mormon. 

Melchizedek Priesthood* The higher priesthood, 
including the offices of elder, seventy, high 
priest, patriarch, and apostle, and focused upon 
the spiritual things of the gospel (cf. with Aa¬ 
ronic Priesthood). 

membership record* The official certificate of 
membership in the Church kept at Church 
headquarters. 

Michael The archangel, identified in LDS teach¬ 
ings as Adam.* 

Millennial Star * The official publication of the 
Church in the United Kingdom, 1840-1970. 

missionary discussions Basic gospel lessons mis¬ 
sionaries use to teach interested people about 
the Church and its doctrines. 

missionary training centers (MTC)* Centers 
where formally called missionaries are in¬ 
structed and trained before departure to as¬ 
signed missions. 

Mormonism, Mormons* Unofficial terms for The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints and 
its members; members prefer to use the official 
name of the Church and to be referred to as 
Latter-day Saints. 

Mormon Tabernacle Choir* The large lay choir 
that broadcasts weekly from Temple Square in 
Salt Lake City. 

Moroni* (1) A Nephite military leader, c. 60 BC; (2) 
a Book of Mormon prophet, c. AD 420 who in 
1827, as a resurrected being, gave Joseph Smith 
the gold plates from which Joseph translated the 
Book of Mormon. A statue of Moroni is placed 
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atop some LDS temples and on the hill 
Cumorah. 

Mother in Heaven* The teaching that spirits born 
on this earth have their premortal origins with a 
literal Heavenly Mother as well as a Heavenly 
Father. 

Mountain Meadows Massacre* An incident in 
which certain Indian and Southern Utah Mor¬ 
mons participated in the massacre of a wagon 
train of immigrants passing through the Terri¬ 
tory of Utah, 1857. 

Mutual The Church’s auxiliary organization for 
youth ages twelve through eighteen, for many 
years called the Mutual Improvement Associa¬ 
tion, or MIA. 

Name Extraction Program* Systematic transcrip¬ 
tion of genealogical information from original 
vital records. 

New Era* Since 1971, the Church periodical for 
young people. 

new and everlasting covenant* The gospel of Jesus 
Christ. All covenants between God and mankind 
are part of the new and everlasting covenant. 

New Jerusalem* The administrative headquarters 
of the kingdom of God in the Western Hemi¬ 
sphere during Christ’s millennial reign. 

office (1) A position of authority, duty, or trust in 
the Church organization; (2) an ordained calling 
or assignment to serve in the priesthood. 

ordinances* A performance or prescribed cere¬ 
mony related to the reception of a blessing, cov¬ 
enant, or ordination, such as baptism, confirma¬ 
tion, endowment, marriage, etc., performed by 
one who has been ordained to the priesthood 
and authorized to perform the ordinance. 

outer darkness A region totally removed from the 
light and glory of God, to which Satan and his 
followers will be consigned. 

paradise* The dwelling place of the spirits of the 
righteous dead who await resurrection and 
judgment. 

patriarch* (1) An office in the Melchizedek Priest¬ 
hood; (2) a holder of that office in the Mel¬ 
chizedek Priesthood who gives patriarchal bless¬ 
ings; (3) an evangelist; (4) the father of a family. 

patriarchal blessing* A formal blessing given by an 
ordained patriarch in which the recipient’s line¬ 
age from one of the tribes of Israel is usually 


declared, exhortations are given, and spiritual 
gifts and life-missions are specified. 

Pearl of Great Price* One of the standard works of 
the Church, containing the book of Moses, the 
book of Abraham, Joseph Smith—Matthew (a 
translation of Matthew 24), the Joseph Smith- 
History, and the Articles of Faith. 

Personal Ancestral File® (PAF)* A genealogical 
software package produced by the Church. 

Pioneer Day* July 24, celebration of the anniver¬ 
sary of the arrival of the Latter-day Saints in Salt 
Lake Valley in 1847. 

plan of salvation* The plan presented in the pre¬ 
mortal existence providing for the creation, fall, 
probation, death, resurrection, judgment, salva¬ 
tion, and exaltation of mankind. 

plural marriage* The doctrine that a man may be 
authorized by revelation from God through the 
living prophet to have more than one living wife. 

polygamy The practice of having more than one 
wife; more accurately, polygyny. 

preexistence* ( See premortal life.) 

premortal life* The doctrine of life as a spirit being 
before mortality. It is also called pre-earthly ex¬ 
istence or antemortal life. 

Presiding Bishop* A General Authority under the 
First Presidency who directs the temporal affairs 
of the Church, assisted by two counselors; to¬ 
gether they compose the Presiding Bishopric. 

priest* An office in the Aaronic Priesthood. 

priestcraft* Misuse of priesthood authority or spir¬ 
itual gifts to gain personal influence or money. 

priesthood* (1) The power of God; (2) the authority 
to act in God’s name; (3) the right and responsi¬ 
bility to preside within the Church organization; 
(4) a term referring to the men of the Church in 
general. 

priesthood blessings* Blessings of counsel and di¬ 
vine influence conferred by the authority of the 
priesthood. 

priesthood offices* Specific appointments to posi¬ 
tions of authority or of responsibility in the 
priesthood. 

priesthood quorum* An organized body of male 
members who hold the same priesthood office. 

Primary* The auxiliary organization in the Church 
for children from ages eighteen months through 
eleven years. 
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promised land* In Book of Mormon usage, usually 
the Western Hemisphere. 

prophet* (1) When capitalized, often refers to 
Joseph Smith; (2) when not capitalized, it can 
refer to the President of the Church, or any au¬ 
thorized spokesman for God; (3) one who has a 
testimony of Jesus Christ by the Holy Ghost has 
the “spirit of prophecy” (Rev. 19:10). 

prophet, seer, and revelator* The special powers 
and functions held by members of the First 
Presidency and the Quorum of the Twelve 
Apostles. 

proselyte (verb) An LDS variant of “proselytize,” 
that is, to invite others to convert to The Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints. 

quorum (See priesthood quorum.)* 

Quorum of the Twelve Apostles* The body of 
twelve men who, under the direction of the 
First Presidency, constitute the second-highest 
presiding quorum of the Church. 

Quorums of the Seventy General Authorities orga¬ 
nized in bodies of up to seventy members. 
Under supervision of the First Presidency and 
the Quorum of the Twelve, they direct mission¬ 
ary and other administrative activities of the 
Church. 

reformed Egyptian A set of characters used by 
Book of Mormon writers on metal plates because 
of their conciseness. 

Regional Representative* A specially called 
priesthood leader who serves in a teaching and 
training capacity between stake leaders and an 
Area Presidency. Each region consists of several 
stakes. 

Relief Society* The adult women’s auxiliary orga¬ 
nization of the Church. 

Reorganized Church of Jesus Christ of Latter 
Day Saints* A church that arose in response to 
the schism that followed the June 27, 1844, mur¬ 
der of Joseph Smith. Formally organized on 
April 6, 1860, at Amboy, Illinois. 

restoration* (1) The reestablishment of the ancient 
gospel of Jesus Christ through Joseph Smith in 
the latter days; (2) the culmination of God’s work 
on the earth in the latter days, including the res¬ 
toration of the gospel, the gathering of Israel, 
and the renewal of the earth; (3) the returning of 
good for good, or evil for evil, in the last judg¬ 
ment (Alma 41:13). 


returned missionary One who has completed a 
full-time mission for the Church. 

roadshow A brief, original dramatic production, 
often presented at two or more locations within a 
stake. 

sacrament* The water and bread blessed and dis¬ 
tributed as emblems of the body and blood of 
Jesus Christ to Church members in ward or 
branch sacrament meetings. 

sacrament meeting* The principal worship meet¬ 
ing of the Church, during which the sacrament 
of the Lord’s supper is blessed and distributed to 
members of the Church. The members also 
pray, sing, and hear sermons. 

Sacred Grove* The grove of trees near Palmyra/ 
Manchester, New York, in which in 1820 Joseph 
Smith received his First Vision of God the Fa¬ 
ther and Jesus Christ. 

Saints* Faithful members of the Church. 

salvation* Resurrection to a kingdom of glory; 
sometimes used to signify exaltation in the celes¬ 
tial kingdom. 

saved (1) To be delivered from physical death by 
the grace of God, through the death and resur¬ 
rection of Jesus Christ; (2) to be delivered from 
the consequences of personal sin by the grace of 
God through faith in Jesus Christ, repentance, 
and obedience to the commandments of God. 

scriptures (See Standard Works.) 

sealed portion of the plates A segment of the gold 
plates that Joseph Smith obtained from the hill 
Cumorah, containing a revelation from the be¬ 
ginning to the end of the world. This segment 
was not translated by Joseph Smith. 

sealing* (1) Through the power of the priesthood, 
making valid in heaven an action performed on 
earth; (2) the temple ordinance joining husband 
and wife or children and parents for time and 
eternity. 

Second Comforter A name-title for Jesus Christ. 
(See Comforter.) 

seer* A person endowed with a special gift of see¬ 
ing spiritually the past, present, and the future. 

seer stones* Sacred stones that, when used by a 
person with the gift of seership, reveal the past, 
present, and future. (See Urim and Thummim.) 

self-reliance The principle that individual Church 
members and families should, to the extent pos¬ 
sible, provide and plan for their own necessities. 
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seminaries* The weekday religious instruction 
program of the Church for secondary-school 
students. 

setting apart* The authorization of an individual, 
by the laying on of hands to serve in a calling in 
the Church. 

Seventy* An office in the Melchizedek Priesthood, 
with a special calling to missionary service or to 
administrative duties. Today all the Seventy are 
General Authorities. 

sick, blessing the* An ordinance in which ill per¬ 
sons are anointed with consecrated olive oil and 
blessed by Melchizedek Priesthood holders, to 
the end that healing may take place. (See 
Anointing.) 

single adults* Adult Church members who are not 
married. 

Social Services* A separate corporation from the 
Church (called LDS Social Services) which 
serves as a resource for meeting special social 
and emotional needs of Church members. 

solemn assemblies* Special assemblies of priest¬ 
hood holders, generally held in temples. 

sons of perdition* Individuals who have sinned 
against the Holy Ghost and have thus committed 
the unpardonable sin. 

soul* The united spirit and body. All living things 
on earth are souls, meaning they consist of a 
spirit body and a physical body. 

spirit body* A being formed of refined element, 
with which a physical body of earthly element 
unites to form a soul. Human spirits are literally 
children of God. 

spirit prison* The place where the spirits of the 
dead, particularly the untaught and nonrigh- 
teous, await resurrection and judgment. 

spirit world* The place where the spirits of the 
dead await resurrection and judgment; it con¬ 
sists of paradise, prison, and hell. 

stake* A geographical-ecclesiastical unit of the 
Church, composed of several wards and some¬ 
times branches. 

stake center A meetinghouse of the Church in 
which the administrative offices of stake leaders 
are also located. 

stake president* The presiding authority of a 
stake. 


standard works* The canonized Latter-day Saint 
scriptures: Bible, Book of Mormon, Doctrine 
and Covenants, and Pearl of Great Price. (The 
latter three, when bound under one cover, are 
often called the “Triple Combination.”) 

Stick of Joseph* A biblical term having reference 
to the Book of Mormon, which is a record of a 
remnant of the posterity of Joseph who was sold 
into Egypt (Ezek. 37:15-19). 

Stick of Judah* A biblical term having reference to 
the Bible, being a record of the Jews and pre¬ 
served by the prophets of Judah and by the apos¬ 
tles (Ezek. 37:15-19). 

tabernacle (1) The physical body in which a per¬ 
son’s spirit dwells during earth life; (2) a special 
building used for assemblies, such as the Taber¬ 
nacle on Temple Square. 

teacher* An office in the Aaronie Priesthood. 

telestial kingdom* The lowest of three degrees of 
glory; inherited by the wicked after they have 
suffered for their sins. 

temple* A sacred building, the “House of the 
Lord,” in which Latter-day Saints perform sa¬ 
cred ceremonies and ordinances of the gospel for 
themselves and for the dead. 

temple marriage A term for a marriage solemnized 
by an eternal covenant in a Latter-day Saint 
temple. 

temple ordinances* Sacred ceremonies performed 
in Latter-day Saint temples. 

temple recommend* A certificate of worthiness to 
participate in temple ordinances. 

Temple Square* A ten-acre city block in Salt Lake 
City on which the Salt Lake Temple, Taberna¬ 
cle, and adjacent buildings are located. 

ten tribes Those tribes of the house of Israel car¬ 
ried captive into Assyria c. 721 BC; known as the 
lost tribes of Israel because they became lost to 
the people and records of the Bible. Prophecy 
proclaims their return in the latter days. 

terrestrial kingdom* The middle of the three de¬ 
grees of glory; inherited by “honorable” people 
of the earth who did not accept the fulness of the 
gospel of Jesus Christ. 

testimony* A personal expression of one’s convic¬ 
tions or beliefs about the gospel of Jesus Christ. 

time and eternity* A term suggesting that gospel 
ordinances and blessings are valid forever, both 
on earth and in the heavens. 
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tithing* The donation of one-tenth of one’s in¬ 
crease (gross income) to the Church. 

topical guide* An index and concordance to the 
standard works of the Church; contained in the 
LDS publication of the Bible. 

translated beings* Individuals who are changed in 
mortality so that they do not experience physical 
pain and whose death and resurrection will be in 
a “twinkling of the eye”; Enoch, Elijah, and 
John the Beloved are examples. 

triple combination (See Standard Works.) 

united orders* Social and economic orders in 
which Church members, in an act of consecra¬ 
tion, deed their property to a bishop, who allots 
stewardships and resources according to need. It 
is not currently being practiced in the Church. 

unpardonable sin* The sin against the Holy Ghost. 

Urim and Thummim* Two stones set in “silver 
bows,” and often associated with a breastplate, 
given to Joseph Smith to aid in the translation of 
the Book of Mormon and in receiving other rev¬ 
elations. The Urim and Thummim mentioned in 
the Bible are probably not the same as those 
possessed by Joseph Smith. 

visiting teaching* A Church program in which 
members of the Relief Society are assigned to 
visit regularly other sisters to give brief instruc¬ 
tion and support. 

visitors centers* Reception centers of the Church, 
at temples and historic sites, to introduce visi¬ 
tors to the history and doctrine of the Church. 

war in heaven* The conflict between Lucifer and 
Jesus Christ, and their followers, in the premor¬ 
tal existence. 

ward* A geographic ecclesiastical unit in the 


Church, consisting of several hundred members 
presided over by a bishop. 

washings and anointings* Initiatory temple ordi¬ 
nances, preliminary to endowment. 

welfare* A plan and program in the Church ad¬ 
ministered by priesthood officers and the Relief 
Society which attends to the temporal well¬ 
being of needy members and admonishes all 
members to become self-reliant. 

welfare square* A geographic block in Salt Lake 
City reflecting the emphasis in the Church 
on storing food and other commodities for 
emergencies. 

word of wisdom* The revealed health code of the 
Church, as set forth in section 89 of the Doctrine 
and Covenants. 

year’s supply A supply of food, clothing, and, 
where possible, fuel and other items necessary 
to sustain life for a year. Church leaders encour¬ 
age members, where possible, to store such 
items as a principle of management and in prep¬ 
aration for an emergency. 

young adult The program in the Church for young 
single members. 

young men* The instruction and activity program 
in the Church for young men ages twelve to 
eighteen. 

young women* The instruction and activity pro¬ 
gram in the Church for young women ages 
twelve to eighteen. 

Zion* A word meaning the “pure in heart”; also a 
geographic location where the righteous are 
gathered by obedience to the gospel. 

zone A unit of organization within the boundaries 
of a mission. Typically, several zones compose a 
mission.
